TILBURY FREED; © 
“JOB,” SAYS JURY. 


Sensational Charge of Black- 
mail Against Mrs. Carrie L. 
Thurston’s Chauffeur 
Fails in Court. 


FOUR BALLOTS TAKEN. 


Verdict Late at Night Ends Day 
of Seathing Denunciation 
by the Lawyers on 
Both Sides. 


“Not guilty’ was the verdict returned 
late last night by the jury in the case of 
Chauffeur James Gordon Tilbury, accused of 
trying to extort $12,500 from his employer, 
Mrs. Carrie L. Thurston, by means of threats 
to kill. The chauffeur based his demangs on 
192 letters he claimed Mrs. Thurston’ had 
written him. Mrs. Thurston lives with her 
husband at 829 Ashland boulevard. 

Neither Mrs. Thurston, her husband, nor 
any of their friends was in court when the 
‘verdict was returned. ‘‘I told you so,” was 
Tilbury’s only comment. “ 1 am disappoint- 
ed,’’ was Mrs. Thurston’s remark when she 
heard the result of the trial. 


“Jobbed,” the Jurors Declare. 

“Tilbury was ‘jobbed,’*’’ was, in brief, 
the explanation of the jurors for their find- 
ing, which was a surprise to many who had 
followed the case. The twelve men retired 
at 9:20, after receiving Judge Dunne’s in- 
structions and listening to the most bitter 
denunciations by lawyers Chicago courts 
have known in yéars. 

Though their deliberations were short, 
they were stormy. The first ballot showed 
six jurors for acquittal and six who voted 
guilty. Then, after some heated argument, 
another vote was taken, the result being, 
** Not guilty,”’ nine; guilty,” three. 

Two jurors held stubbornly to their votes 
of guilty, despite the arguments of the 
others, but after more debate the third bal- 
lot was taken. The result was eleven to one 
for Tilbury.- The last man was convinced 
shortly before 11 o’clock, and just on aa 
hour the jury filed into court. 


Verdict Is Read in Court. 

Only the lawyers and the defendant chauf- 
feur weré.present. Tilbury leaned forward 
anxiously when the clerk asked if a verdict 
had been reached, and the foreman respond- 


ed in the affirmative. 4 
“What is your verdict?” asked Judge 
Dunne. 


“We, the jury, find the defendant ‘not 
guilty,’ replied Foreman Charles H. Ga- 
briel.

Juror Explains the Verdict. 

“TI could not help putting myself in the 
place of Mrs. Thurston’s husband all through 
the trialf’’ said Juror Bartley Rush. “ But 
it was the evident fixing of the evidence in 
s0 Many cases on the complainant’s part 
that I think fixed the verdict. There was the 
stripping of the prisoner to find letters on 
his person, and riding him around for an 
hour before taking him tothe station. There 
was the spiriting away of the private de- 
tective whom the defense wanted as a wit- 
ness. 

“ Then there was the making away with the 
hotel register and the failure of Hull, the 
hotel owner, and the only man who could 
produce the register, to respond to the sub- 
pceena. 

“The work of Attorney Clare also helped 
in the decision. We did not think Tilbury 
ary less guilty than the woman, but we 
could not find that he had committed the acts 
charged in the indictment.”’ 

‘No Surprise, Says Crowe. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Crowe said he 
was not surprised. ‘‘ We did not want to air 
all the scandal of the case in the trial,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘ Myself and Judge Dunne tried to 
persuade the defense not to do it, and be- 
cause Clare would not doit was the reason 
he was discharged by his client. It was this 
scandal that killed our case, by dulling the 
scnsibilities of the jurors with too much 
scandal.”’ 

Much praise was given Attorney Moritz 
Rosenthal for his able presentation of the 
defense. It was declared that his final ad- 
dress to the jury won the day for Tilbury. 


Mrs. Thurston Is Disappointed. 

Mrs. Thurston had retired before the news 
of the verdict reached her. She consented 
to arise long enough to say: 

“The verdict is a great disappointment to 
me. I did not desire to be vindictive, but 
I did think Tilbury should have been sen- 
tenced to jail for at least three months. I 
have been fighting this fight to protegs my 
character. 

“Perhaps the jurors were prejudiced 
against me because of the oft publishéd 
statement in certain papers that I was a 
‘well known society woman.’ As a matter 
of fact, I have made no such pretentions. 
My life has been quiet. Latterly I attended 
my father devotedly until his death, and it 
was at his request that I made the auto- 
mobilé trip with Tilbury.” 

While Mrs. Thurston made the foregoing 
remarks her husband sat near her and ac- 
quiesced in her views. Once when she broke 
into tears_he tried to cheer her up. 


One Witness Is Arrested. 

The day's session of court was long and 
sensational. One* witness, Hotelkeeper W. 
S. Hull of Dixon, appeared in court a pris- 
oner. It was the only way he could be made 
to app* \r—and was promptly held for con- 
tempt for not producing the hotel register, 
as ordered. Later, however, the contempt 
charge was dropped. 

George E. Shields, who conducted the Dixon 
hotel at the time of the Thurston-Tilbury 
automobile trip, was another witness. He 
was followed by his wife, both describing the 
rooms occupied by the automobile party. 
Mrs. Thurston herself and Tilbury also were 
recalled to the witness stand, and Attorney 
Emmet Clare was questioned. Then the 
lawyers began their arguments.

Wrestler Who Expectorated ‘in 
Street Car Is Victim. 


ST. LOUIS WOMAN ACCUSER. 


Unique Complication Results in Re- 
vealing Man’s Identity. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Through 
the instrumentality of Mrs, J. M. Ferry, the 
Euclid Avenue Civic Improvement league has 
taken steps to prosecute George Baptiste, a 
business man, wrestler, and athlete, on the 
charge of spitting on the floor of a street car. 

While coming downtown one day this week 
Mrs. Ferry observed a man spitting con- 
stantly on the floor. As she was leaving the 
car she pointed out the man to the conductor 
and handed the latter her card, telling him 
if he would have the man arrested she would 
appear in the police court to prosecute him, 
The conductor misunderstood her and hand- 
ed the card t} Baptiste. 


Considers Method Improper. 

Mrs. Ferry was greatly surprised the next 
morning when she received the following let- 
ter from Baptiste: 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan, 28.—Dear Madam: Iam in 
receipt of your card -with the name and address 
handed me this morning by «@ conductor on a car 
on which I was @ passenger. I was greatly sur- 
prised. I am entirely opposed to commencing, on 
genetal principles, an acquaintance with sugh an 
introduction and consider it very improper, espe- 
cially to allow it to originate on a streetcar. Were 


it not that I think your meaning kind and your 
intentions good, I would return your card un- 
answered, As it is I desire no further acquaint- 
ance. GEORGE BAPTISTE. 
Mrs. Ferry, burning with indignation, took 
the letter to the effice of the secretary of the 
Civic Improvement league and complained 
of the conduct of Mr. Baptiste. She left 
the letter which Baptiste wrote with Secre- 
tary Layman. Mr. Layman took up the 
matter with Vice President O. L. Whitelaw 
of the league, and decided that proceedings 
be instituted against Baptiste at once. Mr. 
Layman consulted City Attorney Thomas L, 
Anderson and was informed that if Mra. 
Ferry would appear Baptiste would be pros- 
ecuted for violating the city ordinance by 
spitting on the floor of a street car. 


Insinuations Are Resented. 

Mrs. Ferry’s attitude has aroused many 
women of her section of the city to agitate 
for the enfdércement of the anti-epitting or- 
dinance, which is tn effect a dead letter, as 
neither the city officials nor the street car 
authorities have taken steps to enforce the 
act. Mrs. Ferry has received a number of 
letters indorsing her position in the matter. 

Mrs. Ferry is a widow and was dressed in 
mourning. She did not even complain to 
Baptiste, and made no effort whatever to at- 
tract attention, and those who know her say 
that she would never think of seeking any- 
body’s acquaintance in sucha manner. She 
strongly resents insinuations contained in 
Baptiste’s letter, and will appear against 
him, it being through this instrumentality 
that his identity was discovered.

Panic Among Guests and Mystification 
of the Police the Res 1t. 


The fourth attempt within three weeks 
to burn the Grand Palace hotc!, Indiana and 
North Clark streets, was ma‘ie at 1 o'clock 
this morning. A brief panic a:.ong the guests 
who had experienced three previous frights 
was the chief result. The management of 
the hotel and the fire department are mysti- 
fied. 

The fire this morning started in a clothes 
closet on the second floor. No gas pipes or 
electric wires extend into the closet and 
the surroundings convince the manager that 
it was Incendiary. 

The fire extended through the cciling to the 
third floor, but it was as quickly extinguished 
by B. C. Schill, the night clerk, assisted by 
two bell boys. When the firemen arrived the 
blaze was ended. 

All of the guests on the two “‘loors were 
aroused and some ran in a panic to the office, 
Mrs. H. Johnson was the only one who in- 
haled smoke. She was prostrated. 


Other Fires in the Hotel. 

The three other fires in the hotel, the last 
of which occurred at 8 o’clock in the morning 
of Saturday, Jan. 23, aroused the fire depart- 
ment, and an investigation was ordered at 
once. 

Coming at a time when many engines 
were at the burning Pittsburg glass building 
in Wabash avenue, or the “4-11” blaze in 
Lake View, the engines were slow“in re- 
sponding to the alarm that Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Much difficulty was experienced in™ “locat- 
fing the blaze, which finally was traced to 
the clothes closet on the parlor floor. The 
fire was extinguished without much difficul- 
ty, but only good luck prevented a panic 
among the guests, already alarmed by the 
two midnight fires. 

When the smoke filled the halls men and 
women rushed to the office, and some in their 
alarm fled across the street to nearby builld- 
ings. 

Fears to Re-enter the Hotel. 

One woman guest refused to réénter the 
hotel for nearly an hour. The two previous 
alarms had made her so nervous that she did 
not remove her clothing at night, and when 
the cry of fire came she filed to the street 
carrying as much of her property as she could 
gather up. 

“Rats gnawing matches,” was the explana- 
tion given for the blaze.

teen and one-half years’ imprisonment for 
the alleged poisoning of her husband, James 
Maybdrick. 

She left Aylesbury female convict prisop 
at 6:45 last Monday morning, and since haa 
been recuperating in a private institution 
near London. The utmost secrecy waé od- 
served regarding her release and her depar« 
ture from the prison was carried out in the 
quietest possible manner. 

Mrs. Maybrick was roused at an early 
hour and her convict garments exchanged 
for those of everyday life, which had been 
brought by her mother, the baroness de 
Roques, who visited Aylesbury on Satur~ 
day. After breakfast she bade good-by te 
the governor of the prison, thanking him for 
the kindness he had shown her, and as the 
clock was striking a quarter to 7; accom- 
panied by one of the prison matrons, she 
entered a closed carriage at the prison gates. 


Quits Prison Town for London. 
The carriage was driven to Aylesbury sta- 
tion, where, with her mother, Mrs. Maybrick 
took a train to London, whence the two wom- 


én went by another train to a private home ~ 


some little distance from the metropolis, 
where arrangements had been made for Mra, 
Maybrick’s reception.. 

At this institution she will remain for @ 
short period for recuperation and partly for 
the completion of certain formalities which 
will give her a freedom of movement not 
usually allowed persons on an ticket 
of leave. 


Last Days in Prison ar Easy. 

During her last few months at Aylesbury 
Mrs. Maybrick has been engaged in work 
she greatly appreciated. This was the com- 
posing and printing on a small hand press 
of official cards and little circulars for use ™ 
the prison and relating to prison discipline. 
Prior to this she was employed fos many 
months in the messroom looking after the 
food arrangements and cleaning the utene 
sils used. at meals. This post, a particularly 
light and coveted one, was given her as & 
reward for good conduct and was a welcome 
change from the laundry work upon which 
she previously had been engaged. 

Lloyd’s Weekly says the license on which 
Mrs. Maybrick was released has been spe- 
cially granted, and differs entirely from the 
ordinary one usually granted to well behaved 


convicts on a life sentence who have served

Had Been Sentenced to Death. 

?*-s. Maybrick was convicted at Liver 
- | tm 1888 on the charge of poisoning her 
husband, James Maybrick, by arsenic. - She 
was sentenced to death, but the sentence was 
commuted to penal servitude for life, 

The sentence of life imprisonment with- 
stood all appeals. A petition or pardon with 
500.000 -'enatures failed to move the British 
authorities. 

Since 1889 Mrs. Maybrick has been in Ayles- 
bury prison. She has not been permitted to 
see her children, two of whom are still alivé 
and in good hands. 


Mother Nevgr Stops Trying. 

From the time of Mrs. Maybrick’s convi¢- 
tion her mother, the Baroness von Roques, 
has been unremitting In her attempts to ob- 
tain the prisoner’s release, in ‘which she has 
been aided by influential frjends on both sidee 
of the Atlantic. 

In 1900, after the death of Lord Russell of 
Killowen, chief justice of England, a letter 
written to Mrs. Maybrick in 1899 was dis- 
covered. It showed that the lawyer was 
convinced that she ought never to have been 
convicted. Following is the letter: 

“ Royal Courts, June 27, 1896.—Mrs. May~ 
brick—Madame: I have been absent on cite 
cult, hence the delay in answering your let- 


ter. I beg to assuré you that I have never. 
relaxed my efforts when a suitable opportus 


nity offered to urge that your release ought 
to be granted. I feel strongly, as I have 
felt from the first, that you ought never 
to have been convicted, and this opinion £ 
clearly expreseed to Mr. Asquith, but, I am 
sorry to say, hitherto without effect. Rest 
assured that I shall renew my representation 
to the incoming home secretary, whoever he 
may be, as soon as the government is formed 


and the secretary is ir » position to deal with 


such matters. Faithfully, 
“ RUSSELL of Killowen.” 


Constant Work in Her Behalf. 

From the time she entered prison there 
has been no cessation of efforts to secure 
her pardon. Societies in England and Amer« 
ica worked for the convicted woman. Their 
efforts were rewarded last March, when it 
was announced that she would be freed in 
1904.

“The defendant and his associates have 


set themselves on record before the public,”

“Tt seems to me a strange attitude for 
men to place themselves in toward the gov- 
ernment. A large proportion of these men 
probably have sworn allegiance to the gov- 
ernment. Of course I don’t know this to be 
true, but I take it that many of these men 
are naturalized citizens of the United States.

“It is plain that the contention that this 
man would incriminate himself is well based. 
Therefore, I have no power to interfere with 
his course, but must leave it to the verdict of 
public opinion.” 

The matter was taken up for final disposi- 
tion by the court at 2 p. m., at which time the 
jury was hearing verbal evidence of labor 
violence.

ed a resolution wherein {t called upon its 
members and the public to commit overt acts 
tending to disturb the public peace by riding 
upon the cars of the Chicago City railway 
company and refusing to pay the conductor 
the required fare unlese the conductor wore 
a union button. 


Physical Force Advised. :

Interrogatories Are Filed. 


After the affidavit was filed with the court 
and read by the defendant and his attorney 
Attorney Barnett was called upon to show 
what questions the jury either had asked or 
intended to ask the defendant and the de- 
fendant was called on to show what his 
answers to these interrogatories would be. 
A list of questions was filed by the state, and 
then the answers to them were made by 
the defendant. In these interrogatories tho 
defendant said that he was the secretary of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor and that 
he had in his office the records and minutes 
of of the organization. It was set 
forth that he had been subpcenaed to pro- 
duce these records before the jury and he 
had not done so. To a question as to why 
he had not done so the defendant's answer 
was: 

* I did not bring them because matter con- 
tained therein would incriminate me. I ex- 
ercise my constitutional privilege.’’ 

To another interrogatory of whether he 
would produce the records, the defendant’s 
answer was: 

*‘I cannot bring the books, because mat- 
ters therein contained would incriminate 
me.’’ 


Makes Precedent, Says Nockels. 


Secretary Nockels declared that he refused 
to produce the records of the federation be- 
fore the jurors in order to establish a prece- 
dent. 

“Grand juries have been in the habit of 
calling for the books of the smaller unions 
and of getting them,” he said. ‘ The federa- 


tiow wished to go on record as opposed jo 


this sort of procedure. If the officials of one 
of the big banks w summoned to bring 
their documents to the jury, the bankers 
would laugh at the demand. . 

“We believe tlfat a labor organization has 
the same right that a great corporation has 
in the matter. Our meetings are public and 
the minutes are published in full in the Labor 
Advocate. There is no secret as to what 
happens in the sessions. The books were 
withheld for the moral effect on the unions 


of Chicago.” 


GRAND JURY AGAINST SALOONS. 


In Final Report Recommends the Strict 
Enforcement “of All the Pres- 
ent Laws.” 


Th eapparent disposition of the mayor and 
council to enforce the saloon ordinances yes- 
terday received enoouragement from the 
January grand jury in its final report in part 
as follows: 

The grand jury has been astounded at the amount 
of crime growing out of the saloon or liquor 
traffic, and recommends the strict enforcement of 
the present laws. 

The plan of having municipa! courts, with 
final jurisdiction in minor offenses, which has 
been favorably commented upon by many 
grand juries, also received attention. The 
report said such courts would relieve the 
grand jury of many small cases which made 
it impossible to find time to consider matters 
of great public importance. 

In support of tihs argument the jury pre- 
sented the following’ statement of work done 
during the two weeks’ session: Cases heard, 
861; indictments returned, 283; cases dis- 
missed, 58; cases passed to the next jury, 20. 

A revise of the indictment docket shows 
that cases of larceny, robbery, and petty 
embezziements and confidence games formed 
the bulk of the work. 


MEN LOCKED OUT IN 101 SHOPS. 


Carriage and Wagon Makers Will Not 
Resume Until Employes Abandon 
Wage Demands. 


The lockout order of the carriage and wagon 
manufacturers of Chicago yesterday went 
Into effect in 101 shops. When the day’s busi- 
ness was ended the men were told they would 
not be wanted tomorrow and signs were pu 
up reading as follows: 


Representatives of the union declared this 
action by the manufacturers before all nego- 
tiations had been broken off was unwarrant- 
ed. A meeting of the workers will be held 
today at 122 West Lake street.

Second Attack an Hour Later.

WATER SUPPLY IN DANGER 


UNCEASING STRUGGLE WITH ICE 
AT THE CITY’s CRIBs. 


| Huge Filoes Swept by the Wind Threat- 


em to Close the Intakes and Fifty 
Men Are Working Day and Night to 
Prevent a Jam-—Neglect for an 
Hour Would Mean a Famine in Chi- 
cago and Deprive the Olty of Fire 
Protection. 


Surrounded by almost endlese fields of 
fifty men are 
fighting to keep the intakes at Chicago’s 
five cribs free from blockades of frozen 
water. Day and night the watching con- 
tinues. During the last four weeks the 
men have divided the work into six hour 
watches, A little neglect and a jam in the 
ice for an hour would mean the start of a 
water famine in Chicago, minimizing fire 
protection, and a hardship for those who 
would find the faucets useless. 

In the last twenty-five years there has. 
not been as much ice on Lake Michigan as 
now. Prevailing winds from the west and 
northwest have kept it from piling up along 
the shore. A shift to the east probably 
would mean masses along the line of the 
breakwaters. 


Piles High at the Cribs. 

At the cribs the immensity of the ice floes 
can be realized. Stretching far into the lake, 
broken only in few places by clear water, the 
ice extends for miles until only the low white 
line marked against the sky can be seen. 
The cribs the@fnselves are a lodging place for 
the great cakes, where they freeze together, 
finally being forced to.the bottom, where they 
find a solid anchoring. Then more ice drifts 
against the frozen heap, and the wind and 
sea piles them up until, at the two nille crib, 
there are anchored masses six, eight, and ten 
inches in thickness, and weighing tons—a 
mountain of ice. 

Tho, solid ice which has found anchorage 
is not feared by the men at the cribs. It fs 
the drift of smaner bits, or, more dangerous 
still, the “ slueh ” ice formed by the grinding 
of the big pieces together. 


City Tug Is Daily Visitor. 

Each day a tug, chartered for the winter 
by the city engineer’s department, attempts 
to visit the cribs. Daniel Donovan, the city 
diver, who inspects the conditions at each 
intake, accompanies the little vessel on its 
tour. From crib to crib, leaving supplies, 
mail, and daily newspapers, the T. T. Mor- 
ford, John Cullnan, captain, forces, or at- 
tempts to force a passage, a welcome visitor. 

When the Morford steamed out of the river 
yesterday morning there were floating cakes 
in the water to suggest the possibilities out- 
side. The steamer Georgia was entering, 
the bow covered by a frozen coat, evidence 
of the night's journey from Milwaukee. Then 
the tug struck the first fleld of ice. 

Capt. Jacobson and thirty-five men have 
fought the ice without ceasing so far this 
year at this crib. The commander had not 
seen his family until last evening since he. 
said good-by the day after Christmas. It is 
his busy season. During fourteen years he 
has been in charge at this intake. Four 
months he is at his post almost night and 
day. 

Daily Routine at the Crib. 

At 6 o’clock in the morning a bell rings and 
half of the men are called from their berths, 
while the rest come in from their watch, 
which began at midnight. Then comes 
breakfast. Until noon the relieved men 
sleep or spend the time as they please. They 
begin again and work until 6 o’clock in the 
evening. Then they go off duty again until 
midnight. 

At the Lake View crib only eight men are 
needed, because of the more modern con- 
struction of the Intake. There are five men 
in each of the other cribs, the Carter Harri- 
son, the Four Mile, and the Sixty-eighth 
etreet. 

Tug Is Baffled by the Floes. 

After visiting the two mile and the Carter 
Harrison cribs the tug started for the four 
mile intake. A mile of open water, where the 
ice had drifted away after the passing of the 
the Friday afternoon, was followed by a 
solid sheet of ice six inches thick, through 
which the Morford, by. a series of bucks," 
was able to proceed for a quarter of a mile. 
There were supplites for the men, but the tug 
was forced to abandon the struggle. Then.

“ Why didn’t Mrs. Dew rise and testify that 
phe occupied a room with Mrs. Thurston on 
the automobile trip?” cried Mr. Rosenthal. 
“ Why didn’t she come to herfriend’s rescue 
with this evidence if it was true? But she has 
remained silent throughout the case. I can 
only explain it on the supposition that she 
feared I would bring out in cross examining 
her what kind of a house she was running in 
Indiana avenue.” 


Burden of Rosenthal’s Speech. 


Inasmuch as the state had rested its case 
,on the contention that Tilbury had been 
guilty of a threat to kill in order to extort 
money Attorney Rosenthal devoted himself 
mainly to attacking the validity of this con- 
clusion from the evidence. 

* From many aspects,”’ the defendant’s at- 
torney said, “this case is one of the most 
extraordinary in the annals of criminal! juris- 
prudence. The entire case of the defense 
rests on the letter written by my client, in 
which heaske for money for the letters which 
he has stated he possessed. The case. is 
started, and progresses rapidly, until my 
client has a falling out with his former attor- 
ney, and I am brought into the case by the 
comrt’s order.”’ 


Denunciating of Clare. 


It. was here that Mr. Rosenthal made a 
sweeping denunciation of Attorney Hmmet 
Clare, the former attorney for Tilbury. In 
explaining how he happened to be appointed 
by the court to care for Tilbury’s defense, 
Mr. Rosenthal accused Clare of unprofes- 
sional conduct in sacrificing his client’s in- 
terests. 

My complaint,”’ Mr. Rosenthal to the 
jury, “is of my client's first lawyer, Emmet 
Clare, who was false and recreant to his 
trust. 

“I make this statement carefully, after 
the fullest consideration. No man of in- 
sight could read Mrs. Thurston's examfma- 
tion and cross examination and not arise 
from it with the same impression I have 
received.” 


Attacks New Letter Introduced. 


* Now, what happens when I get Into the 
case?’ continued Mr. Rosenthal. “ Why, 
my friend, Mr. Crowe here, who has 
been’ prosecuting the case for the state, 
begins to look about for evidence.

“Tt is the law that you must not only in- 
tend to kill a person when you makea threat 
in the manner charged here, but that inten- 
tion must be impressed on another. Mrs. 
Thurston knew Tilbury had no intention of 
killing her. 

Denies Intent to Kill. 


“Did my client have any intention of kill- 
ing her?’ asked Attorney Rosenthal. 
Tilbury shook his head and smiled. 

‘From the evidence in this case you must 
either believe that the scene in the bedroom: 
Friday evening did not occur or that Mrs. 
Thurston did not believe Tilbury would kill 
her when she went there,” the lawyer went 
on. ‘“‘ This was after he had threatened her 
life, as alleged. You should not send this 
man to the penitentiary unless you believe he 
intended to kill Mrs. Thurston and she feared 
he would carry out his threats. — 

“Tf the acts of this woman were those of 
a good woman they would have brought in 
the register of all the hotels where they re- 
mained while on the automobile trip. The 
trouble is that they were there before we got 
there. 

‘‘Mrs. Thurston is on trial tn the same 
way as she was when John McLaren told 
her that her relations with this coachman 
had become a crying scandal and a disgrace 
to the neighborhood. Like the ostrich in the 
desert, she hid her head in the sands. If 
their relations were what my client has testi- 
fled to, then the person who has committed 
perjury in this case is the woman, and not 


| the man.” 


* Declares Letters Were Written. 

“The actions of Mrs. Thurston and her 
brother indicate that their consciences were 
not clear,” continued Mr. Rosenthal. Look 
at their conduct fn regard to the letters.

COPTON GOES ON RAMPAGE 


PRICES FLY UPWARD ASIF BLOWN 
BY DYNAMITE. 


Operator Sally Credited with Cleanup 
of $600,000 in Little Over Twenty- 
four Hours — Opening Quotations 
Way Above Previous Day’s Chose 
and Then Go Still Higher—A. B. Bax- 
ter & Oo., with 125 Branch Offices, 
Assigns 


New York, Jan. 30.—[{Special.]—Successive 


ton market today which forced the price of 
cotton close to 17 cents a pound. One failure, 
that of A. B. Baxter & Co., was announced. 

July cotton touched 16.91, and Daniel J. 
Sully, boss of the market, is credited with 
having cleared up a profit of about $600,000 
on this option alone within twenty-four 
hours. He bought 200,000 bales yesterday at 
16 and sold out today at an advance of from 
60 to 80 points. 

Cotton at 17 cents is looked for when the 
market opens on Monday. 

No other word than that suggesting ex- 
plosiveness could adequately describe the 
character of the trading for the two hours’ 
session of the cotton exchange. 

Following the market of Friday, today’s 
performance is considered a fitting climax 
to the most trying week in the history of 
cotton speculation in this city. In the move- 
ment July cotton sold at 16.91 cents per 
pound, or withn a few points of the 17 cent 


level. May options were fisrurativ dyna- 
mited and forced up to 16.79. / ” 


Difference of $5 a Bale. 


Comparing these high prices with the low 
quotations made in the break on Friday, it 
will be found the advance sustained was 
about 100 points in two days. The advance 
figured in dollars and cents is $5 a bale or 1 
cent a pound. 

The cotton market is daily presenting 
scenes of veritable panics. Commission 
house dealers ali over the country are now 
trying their best to stem the tide of specula- 
tion by forcing all traders to put up margins 
of $5 a bale, or 100 points. Ordinarily 20 
points is sufficient margin. 

The immediate cause of the advance is the 
market's belief that war between Russia and 
Japan has been averted. Liverpool sent over 
higher prices and the bulls in this city and 
New Orleans were not slow to take advantage 
of the lift given by English traders. 


Baxter Firm Did Big Business. 

A. B. Baxter & Co., the failed brokerage 
company, had a capital of $300,000 and was 
operating a etring of 125 offices in various 
parts of the country and leaging 33,000 miles 
of telegraph line. This concern, which had 
its headquarters in this city at 61 Broadway, 
was the biggest of its kindinthe country. I 
professed to buy, sell, and deal in stocks, 
grain, cotton, and all staples.

ers and retail dealers who do not sell meat 
and provisions to conform to list prices. 


Declares Packers Guilty of Contempt. 


This is a sensational statement, but Mr. 
Wade says he can prove every allegation. If 
he can prove this it will become the duty of 
Attorney General Knox to call the attention 
of Judge Grosscup of the Circuit court in Chi- 
cago to the fact that Nelson Morris & Co., 
Swift.& Co., the J. H. Hammond company, 
the Cudahy Packing company, Armour & 


guilty of contempt of court. 

If proof can be brought before the attorney 
general, or if this evidence can be obtained, 
no doubt steps will be taken to bring these 
defendants into court under an application 
for a rule to show cause why they should not 
be punished for contempt of the injunction 
against them still in force, 

This injunction, whose terms, according to 
Mr. Wade, are being violated, was directed 
against all the six firms mentioned. They 
were found guilty after an extended hearing 
of a consipracy to refrain from competitive 
bidding and unlawfully and arbitrarily rais- 
ing prices, keeping “ blacklists” of retail 
dealers, conspiring with the railroads to ob. 
tain advantages by secret rebates, by arti- 
ficial means restraining commerce, and put- 
ting in force abnormal and arbitrary regu- 
lations affecting the meat business from the 
shipment of live stock on the plains to the 
final distribution to the consumer to the in- 
jury of the people of the United States. 


Alleges Rebates from Railroads. 

Congressman Wade's allegation regarding 
indirect rebates now being given the packers 
by the railroads is important. He says it is 
accomplished through combination houses 
which own refrigerator cars by renting the 
‘cars to ratroads, and under this cover the 
rebate from the railroads to the packers is 
concealed. Mr. Wade has introduced in the 
house of representatives a bill which is ex- 
pected to reach this question should it be 
impossible to obtain such evidence to adjudge 


the packers guilty of contempt. 


This bill deals with the question of trans- 
portation and mails. It provides: 

“Tt shall be unlawful to transport cattle, 
hogs, or other animals from one state into 
another with the purpose or intention .of 
gelling the same or products thereof at such 
prices as will drive competitors in any com- 
munity out of business, or with the purpose 
of selling the goods to one dealer to the ex- 
clusion of others, in order to destroy com- 
petition.” The bill further provides that any 
person convicted of violating this law, in 
addition to a fine of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $5,000, shall be deprived of the 
use of the mails. 

Stock Raisers Banded Together. 

Representative Wade is aiding the move- 
ment which is headed by the Corn Belt Meat 
Producers’ association of Iowa. At the head 
of the movement in Iowa is Frederick Larra- 
bee, a son of former Gov. Larrabee, and 8. 
F. Spangler, one of the wealthiest pioneer 
stock raisers of the west; who was instru- 
mental in securing the establishment of a 
department of agriculture. 

** Towa is taking the lead In this movement 
because it produces more live stock than any 
other state in the union, and consequently 
feels the hand of the combination most 
severely,”’ said Mr. Wadetoday. ‘‘ Two hun- 
dred and fifty leading live stock feeders and 
shippers in Iowa, controlling more than 60 


‘per cent of the stock shipped from the state, 


met this week in Des Moines and organized 
for the purpose of fighting the packers by 
withdrawals of privileges by the railroad 
companies. An organization of the meat pro- 
ducers in Iowa, Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Lllinois, and 
Wisconsin into one massive body to co- 
operate in retaining the rights of the producer 
will follow. 


Seeks Congressional Action. 


“This course of action may be effective,” 
he continued, “‘ but I propose to do every- 
thing in my power, assisted by my colleagues 
in congress, to get this combination through 
the law. I will be able to produce plenty of 
proof that they are not only flagrantly break- 
ing the law, but that, in spite of a successful 
action brought against them in 1902 by At- 
torney General Knox, this great combine is 
still defying the law and authority of the 
United States with astonishing Insolence. 

‘“*'The packers’ combination is now as firm- 
ly intrenched and as solidly established as 
the Standard Oil company. -- operates in 
much the same manner—that is, through 
direct and indirect rebates from the rail- 
roads and bringing to terms or elimination 
the stnall dealer by ruinous cutting of prices. 
It today is a menace to the entire nation 
and particularly to the great northwest. 


Control Retail Trade. 


“The present object of the packers’ com- 
bine is to control the retail trade and to ter- 
minate local slaughtering. They serid their 
agents to evéry town and city of the large 
and small territcries, which the different con- 
cerns have divided among themselves to a 
nicety, to call upon the local meat shop pro- 
prietors. Their first attempt is to sell their 
products to all dealers in the locality. If this 
is unsuccessful they try to sectire one dealer 
to handle their output at special rates, and 
#0 cut the prices as to drive other retailers 
out of business or bring them to terms. If 
the packers are unable to secure a loca! deal- 
er to act as an agent they start an inde- 
pendent store and sell at prices the local man 
is unable to compete with.’’ 

This practice, which Mr. Wade declares he 
can prove in hundreds of instances in his 
own state, is said to bring hardship to the 
farmer and stock dealer and is ruining the 
business. 

“Laws Are Not Enforced.” 

“ We are told the attorney general is doing 
everything he can to suppress these com- 
binations. I know he is not. I know that 
laws now exist which could render it impos- 
sible for the packers’ combination to exist, 
put I believe in the law clear and 


specific. 

Officials of the department of justice to- 
night said there had been no specific com- 
plaints of violation of the packers’ injunc- 
tion in lowa. All that is necessary, it was 
said at the department, was for a formal] 
complaint to be entered and it would be at- 
tended to. It only will be necéssary to bring 
it to the attention of the district attorney 
of Chicago. It will ‘not tolerate any 
such violation, and, on evidence that it has 
occurred; stands ready to prosecute for 
tempt at once.

MARKED MAN IN BEDFORD, 


DETECTIVES READY TO MAKE AN 
ARREST IN MURDER CASE. 


Mayor Blocks Pian, Fearing Mob Vic- 
lence Should Fact Become PubiMc— 
Streeta Are Thronuged with People 
Excited by the Possibility of Solu- 
tion of Crime—Authorities Believe 
Woman Witness Is Concealing Some 
of the Important Facts. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Bedford, Ind., Jan. 80.—[Special. }~Bedford 
tonight is almost in a panic as the result of 
a rumor soon after dark that an arrest was 
to be made for the murder of Miss Sarah 
C. Schafer. The rumor was denied by Mayor 
J. Hickson Smith, who fears a riot. Later 
it became known that a clash had taken 
place earlier in the day between the city 
executive and the Pinkerton: detectives. 

In spite of the strong reasons given by 
the detectives for suspecting the guilt ofa 
young man heretofore questioned by the 
board of inquiry, Mayor Smith is said te 
have insisted that no arrest be made at 
this time, declaring that the police of the 
village were not prepared to protect the 
prisoner. 

Meanwhile the streets surrounding the 
town square were thronged with people ex- 
cited by the possibility of an arrest, and 
threats of lynching were persistent. In 
groups they gathered to discuss the situa- 
tion, and not a few friends of the suspect 
are fearful for his safety. These insist that 
to charge the young man publicly with the 
murder at this time would expose him to 
the greatest peril. 


Heitger Refuses to Be Seen. 

Joseph Heitger, the Indiana State univer- 
sity student whose quafrel with the pretty 
school teacher a few weeks before her death 
has subjected his movements on the night 
of the murder to a close investigation, re- 
mains at the home of his parents. No one 
was permitted to see him during the even- 
ing. 

It is established that Heitger left his 
house between 6:35 and 6:40 o’clock on the 
night of the murder. As he came downstairs 
dressed for the basketball game at the old 
library building he was passed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Monyhan, who have rooms at the Heit- 
ger house and who had just returned from 
supper at the home of Mrs. Clara Lover. 

Heitger insists that he did not leave the 
house immediately, but went into his moth- 
er's room after passing the Monyhans and 
spent some time in conversation. He has 
fixed the time of his arrival at the old library 
building at 7 o'clock. His route, as he de- 
scribes it, is within a block and a half of the 
alley where Miss Schafer was assaulted. 


New Witness Reported Found. 
Several witnesses before the court of in- 
quiry stated that they arrived at the old 
library building at 7 o'clock and that Heitger 
did not arrive until a quarter of an hour 


| later. A rumor circulated today that another 


witness had seen a young man at the alley 
“early in the evening’’ cannot be sub- 
stantiated. 

An effort has been made to prove that the 
“tall young man with long overcoat” was 
Heitger. Several persons who saw the 
stranger say he carriedan umbrella. Heitger 
answers this description exactly. His friends 
insist, however, that he did not leave his 
home until after the tall man was seen lurk- 
ing about the vicinity of the Johnson board- 
ing hotse. 


Detective Says Motive Is Found. 

Detective Reed of the Pinkerton agency 
said tonight that a motive for the murder 
had at last been established to the satisfag- 
tion of himself and his associates, 

‘What we now need,” he said, “ is some- 
thing left by the murderer on the scene of the 
crime and we will fix his identity absolutely. 
We have not been able to find this sofar. In 
the excitement immediately following the 
discovery of the girl’s body a great deal of 
valuable evidence was destroyed, perhaps in- 
tentionally.”’ 

The disappearance of the rolled and crum- 
pled newspaper that lay underneath the body 
of the girl when found has excited comment, 
‘The paper was seen by Policeman Myers, who 
removed the body to an undertaker’s wagon. 
Other persons who arrived on the scene 
soon afterward say they did not see the paper. 


Witness Is Prostrated. 


Miss Eva Love, the former roommate of 
Miss Schafer, is prostrated at the home of 
her brother, Frank Love, as the result of the 
importance attributed to her friendship for 
the dead girl. When summoned before the 
detectives this morning she adhered to her 
first statement that she knew of no corre- 
spondent or admirer of Miss Schafer, either 
in Bedford or elsewhere. 

It is no secret that the authorities beMeve 
this witness is concealing facis that might 
lead to the arrest of the murderer. Other 


‘witnesses have said that the dead girl cor- 


responded regularly with a young man wh 
name she never mentioned. . 

Frank Love, brother of Miss Eva Love, said 
it was true that his sister was a patient of 
Dr. Collop in Indianapolis for several days 
immediately after she left Bedford two weeks 
ago. He said that during her stay she was at 
Dr. Collop’s home on Vermont street. Mr. 
Love refused to talk further than to say that 
he is confident his sister is keeping nothing 
from the detectives.

Macon, Ga., Jan. 30.—[Special. ]—After to- 
morrow Macon washerwomen will be :

TAXPAYERS APPEAL FOR GEN- 
ERAL MANUAL TRAINING. 


Progressive Faction on Board of Edu- 

cation Favors Revision of System— 

Supt. Cooley Says “Bread and But- 

ter” Teaching Is Demanded—Eftect 

Is to Lessen Truancy—Pian Revived 

to Establieh a Big Commercial High 
‘Schools in Downtown District. 


Manual training and household arts cen- 
ters are to be established in every public 
school in Chicago at a cost of thousands of 
dollars if the plans of what is called the 
progressive faction in the board of education 
are carried out. This announcement was 
made yesterday. The project is the result of 
letters from taxpayers in all parts of the city 
demanding practical education for their chil- 
dren. 

Educators assert that the trerid of modern 
public school eflucation is only in one direc- 
tion—industrialism. The Chicago school 
board is prepared to take immediate steps 
to meet this demand unless the funds needed 
to afford adequate fire protection at the 
#chools drain the educational exchequer to 
art extent sufficient to make response to the 
public demand impossible. 


“Bread and Butter’ Teaching. 

“There is no doubt,” declared Supt. 
Cooley, “‘that the great demand upon our 
schools today is for practical industrial edu- 
cation. Parents are able to measure the 
benefits of practical education in dollars and 
cents, and boys who have no interest in books 
become attached to the schoolroom in which 
they are taught ‘bread and butter’ sub- 


jects. 

“In a few years the manual training and 
the commercial high school will supplant the 
present high school. We are going ahead 
with the establishment of industrial centers 
and hope to have them inevery school. This 
movement has swept across the country 
from one end to the other.’’ 

Students of truancy declared that fewer 
truants are reported from schools equipped 
for manual training than from any other 
schools. 

Plan a Big Central School. 

As a result of the agitation for manual 
training in the schools the board members 
are pushing the project proposed last year 
by President Mark for the establishment 
in the downtown district.of a great public 
commercial high school. This school when 
built will cost $500,000 and will be on school 
property in the sixteenth section.

One Thousand Persons Watching for Ar- 
rest of Man Who Assaults Mother 
and Her Child. 


Roanoke, Va., Jan. 30.—When George A. 

Shields, a young business man, reached his 
home today he found his’3 year old daughter 
Mildred lying in a pool of blood, with two 
wounds in her head. He found his wife lying 
in pools of blood on a closet floor upstairs 
with her throat cut and her head horribly 
hacked.

Members of Congress Declare They Are 
Again Being “Touched” for Writeups 
in Latest Biographical Venture. 


Washington, D. C., Jan., 30.—[Special.}]— 
“ His last great rakeoff,”’ is the way repub- 
lican members of congress describe the Na- 
tional Biographical society, of which Gen. 
Charles H. Grosvenor is editor in chief. The 
scheme which now is being used as a pretext 
for tapping the pocketbooks of persons of 
prominence is like that which served for 
“Lives of the Presidents” a year or more 
ago and became so notorious that Gen. 
Grosvenor disclaimed all responsibility for it. 
Several senators pretended to accept this 
view of the case. Their credulity recently 
received a severe shock when the new scheme 
made its appearance. Here is a sample let- 
ter, with only the name of the member of 
congress who is addressed omitted: 
“General Charlies H. Grosvenor of Ohio. 
“ Editor in chief.. 
“The National Biographical society. 
“Washington, D. C., Jan. 12, 1904. I am 
directed to invite you to contribute your 
portrait and a sketch and autograph, to ap- 
pear in the department of Gen. Grosvenor’s 
national volume devoted to 1,000 representa- 
tive Americans. The influence of your name 
on the subscription list will greatly advance 
the success of the work and be a graceful 
compliment to our distinguished author, pro- 
viding the merit of the work appeals to you. 
Dr. Montague, our manager, will explain the 
matter fully and make satisfactory arrange- 
ment with you. L. S. BAHNSEN, secretary.” 
The agents, who usually are nicely dressed 
women, ask for sums as high as $150, and one 
representative reported he was “ touched ”’ 
for only $25, but his case is exceptional.

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]J—James H. 
Canfield, librarian of Columbia university, 
while examining some old documents re- 
cently discovered an original and hitherto 
unpublished letter of George Washington. 
This manuscript, which is in a remarkably 
good state of preservatioin, is addressed to 
Alexander Hamilton and bears date of Aug. 
28, 1788. 

After commenting upon the loss of a watch 
by a British officer, the writer complimen 
Hamilton on his political papers which h 
been published over the name of “ Publius.”’ 
In conclusion he answers Hamilton’s ques- 
tion in regard to his acceptance of a nomina- 
tion for president by expressing a désire to re- 
main peacefully in retirement the rest of his 
life. The letter follows: 


Mount Vernon, Aug. 28, 1788. 

Dear Sir: I had the pleasure of receiving your 
letter, dated 13th, accompanied by one addressed 
to Gen. Morgan. I will forward the latter to Gen. 
Morgan by first conveyance and add my particular 
wish that he comply with the request containcd 
in it, although I can scarcely imagine how the 
watoh of a, British officer killed within their lines 
should have fallen into his hands (who is many 
miles away from the scene of action). Yet if it so 
happened, I flatter myself there will be no re- 
luctance or delay in restoring it to his family. 


Pays Tribute to “Publius.” 


As a perusal of the political papers under the 
signature ‘‘ Publius’ afforded“me great satisfac- 
tion, I shall certainly consider them as claiming 
@ most distinguished place in my library. I have 
read every performance which has been printed 
on one side or the other of the great question late- 
ly agitated (so fas as I have been able to obtain 
them), and without an unmeaning compliment I 
will say I have seen no others so well calculated 
(in my judgment) to produce conviction. When 
the happiest circumstances of the fugitiye per- 
formances which attended this crisis shall have 
disappeared that work will merit the notice of 
posterity, because in it are candidly discussed the 
principles of freedom and topics of government 
which shall always be interesting to mankind so 
long as they shall be connected with civil society. 

The circular letter from your convention, I pre- 
sume, is the equivalent by which you obtained ac- 
quiescence in the proposed constitution. Notwith- 
standing I am not well satisfied with the tendency 
of it, yet federal affairs have proceeded, with a 
few exceptions, in so good a train I hope the 
political machine may be put in motion without 
much effort or hazard of miscarrying. 

Sentiment for Hamilton. 

On the delicate subject with which you conclude 
your letter I can say nothing, because the event 
alluded to may never happen, and because, if the 
case should occur, it would be the point of pru- 
dence to defer forming one’s ultimate irrevocable 
decision so long as new data might be offered for 
one to act with the greatest wisdom and propriety. 
I have not a wish to conceal my prevailing senti- 
ment for you. You Know me well enough, my good 
sir, to be persuaded I am not guilty of affectation 
when I tell you it is my great and sole desire to 
live and die in peace and retirement on my own 
farm. Were it ever indispensable, a different line 
of conduct should be adopted. While you and 
gome others who are acquainted with my heart 
would acquit, the world and posterity might prob- 

accuse me of inconsistency and ambition. 

Still, I hope I shall always possess firmness 
of virtue enough to maintain (what I consider the 
most enviable of all titles) the character of an 
honest man, as well as prove (that I desire to be 
considered in reality) that I am, with great sin- 
cerity and esteem, dear sir, your friend and most 
obedient humble servant. G. WASHINGTON.

ELEMENT OF MYSTERY. 


Cause Reported ¢s Tumble Against 
Faucet, but When Inquest Is Bogun 
Hole tn Skull Is Founmd—Wife at 

, First Ignorant of Cause of Death— 
Son-in-Law, Who Diseovered Body, 
Held by Police Pending Investiga- 
tion—Suteide Is Belief. 

A bullet in his brain, and not an accidental 


fall against a water faucet, caused the death 
of Frank Hommes, 5430 Princeton avenue. 


* This discovery was made by Coroner’s 


Physician Springer yesterday after a jury 
had been called to investigate the case, and 
caused a sudden adjournment of the hear- 
ing. Even the man’s wife, it is said, at first 
was deceived as to the cause of the death. 
Hommes’ son-in-law, George Beutel, who 
lives in the same house, was arrested and 
will be held during the investigation. 


Bullet Hole Not Noticed. 


Beutel was the first person to report the 
condition of Hommes, who was 56 years old 
and a watchman. Mrs. Hommes heard some 
one rapping on the floor of her bedroom early 
in the morning. Beutel called from: the 
basement that her husband was hurt and in 
a serious condition. When Mrs. Hommes 
went downstairs she found the man in bed, 
apparently dead. Beutel soon returned with 


a physician, Dr. A. M. Thomets, 410 Garfield 


boulevard, who is said to have left without 
discovering the bullet hole. 

Neither Beutel nor Mrs. Hommes heard a 
revolver shot. Beutel failed to discover any 
signs of a wound when he returned home and 
saw Hommes in bed. He found the man 
apparently unconscious In the morning. 


Police Call It Suicide. 
The inquest had been opened when Dr. 
Springer began his examination. Ovep the 
man’s right eye he founda bullet wound. 
The shot had passed through the brain and 
was tmbedded in the opposite wall of the 
skull. 
The widow and Beutel were kept in ignor- 
ance of the discovery. Beutel returned to 
the house in the evening and was arrested. 
At the end of his examination Lieut. Duffy 
declared Hommes had committed suicide. 
‘‘Mr. Hommes would often hold his head 
in his hands and compare his condition with 
the time when he was an engineer on a pas- 
senger train before the Burlington railroad 
strike,”’ said Mrs. Hommes. “He got $150 
a month then, but he was blacklisted and 
never was able to get back. He worked 
at several things and finally became a watch- 
man for the Chicago City railway company. 
The blacklisting was what killed him.”’ 
The inquest will be resumed next Friday.

SILER’S GOSSIP 
OF THE 
Ryan Fails to Stop. 0’Brien 


When He Has Chance, and 
Bout Looks Suspicious. 


SPONGE THROWING FOUL. 


“Gloomy” Spencer and Pat Feeney 
Score Knockdowns Simul- 
taneously in Battle. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.) 

After months of wrangling and erguments 
regarding their respective fistic merits, Mid- 
dleweight Champion. Tommy Ryan and 
“ Philadelphia Jack’’ O’Brien engaged in 
their much talked of six round contest 
Wednesday night, and according to reports 
the champion’s title did not become ruffled. 
The first accounts of the battle had it the 
greatest tilt of its kind in the history of 
Philadelphia pugiltism. The aftermath, how- 
ever, branded it as a simon pure brotherly 
love affair and practically denounced it as 
being a “ fake.” 

Taking the two accounts under careful 
consideration, it is difficult to state, from 
this end of the line, which of the two is 
correct. The first day’s story had O’Brien 
putting it ‘all over the champion, stabbing 
him with straight lefts, upper cutting him 
with both hands, drawing biood frum Ryan's 
nose and mouth, and gashing his eyebrow 
with a terrific right-hand cross counter. All 
this happened in the first four rounds, and 
in the fifth O’Brien ‘‘cinched’"’ his strong 
lead by dropping Tommy to the floor for 
the count. Accounts say Ryan arose groggy 
and all but done for, and that he clinched to 
escape further punishment. 

When he had fully recovered he tore into 
Jack and in less time than it takes to tell 
it he had the Philadelphian down and at his 
mercy. Body punches did the trick, and 
Jack's seconds, thinking he would not arise 
within the fatal count of ten, transgressed 
the rules by throwing a wet sponge at him to 
assist him to recover. Another account says 
the sponge was thrown in the ring in token 
of defeat, and that the referee kicked it 
out of the inclosure and permitted the con- 
test to continue. The sponge episode was 
also commented upon in the aftermath and 
led to considerable controversy. The fact 
that the sponge was in the ring at a time 
when O’Brien was on the floor taking the 
count, whether to revive him or to designate 
that his seconds considered him beaten, lost 
him the battle, and Ryan then and there 
should have been declared the winner. If to 
revive him, it was a foul, for which the ring 
should have a disqualifica- 

on. 


All of O’Brien’'s ‘advantage went 
glimmering in the last half of the fifth 
round, at the end of which he was all but 
beaten.

YEARS AGO IS REVIVING. 


woted Skaters of Former Days Sane 
How ‘Their Tricks Made Them 
Locally Famous—Gus Bluhm, Now 
a Successful Bookmaker, Most Skill- 
ful Figure Skater of His Time — 
Johunie Cooke, “ The Human Top”. 
~=Where Old Rinks Were Located. 


Skating is again gaining the popularity it 
enjoyed in Chicago three decades ago. and 
¢ is predicted by the lovers of the outdoor 
exercise that In another year it will be the 
recognized winter’sport of this city. The 
numerous skating tournaments held at the 
rks and the great crowds which attended 
them bring back to the minds of the old 
timers the days when skating was the favor- 
ite pastime of a good part of the population 
of this city. 

Long before the Chicago fire many rinks 
were scattered about the city, and after that 
and, in fact, up into the '80s—the rinks were 
fm existence and well patronized. Many will 
remember the old skating rink located at 
mwenty-second street and Michigan avenue 
g@hich in 1863 was one of the most popular. 
the rink was where the Lexington hotel now 
stands, but occupied more territory. In 
those days fancy and figure skating were in 
yogue and speed skating was almost un- 
ynown. That rink was the favorite place of 
amusement until the Wabash rink was 

ed at Wabash avenue and Congress 
gireet, on the site of the Auditorium hotel. 

In those days Chicago possessed some of 

greatest skatersiin the world. Nota few 
people still remember Gus Bluhm, Callie 

Curtis, Frank Swift, Johnnie Cooke, the 
“Human Top”; Allen. I. Blanchard 
Engler, Miner, and others. Some will re- 
member the first championship at fancy and 
figure skating. in which Goodrich defeated 
Bishop by nine points. 


Gus Bluhm and Johnnie Cooke. 


Perhaps in their time there never were 
better skaters than Gus Bluhm and 
Jonnnie Cooke. Bluhm was a champion at 
movement work. He gained his title in 1873, 
when he defeated James Allison of Chicago, 
Ben Seary of Janesville, Wis., and Billy 
Willard of Manistee, Mich., in a contest at 
‘Milwaukee. The medals at that time were 
good for two years, but the holder had to 
meet all comers, after which if he was un- 
defeated the medal became his personal 


perty. 
Bluhm probably had more admirers than 
eny other skater that ever appeared on a 
Chicago surface. He was about 21 years 
elf when he won the championship and for 
many years afterwards took part in con- 

ts. Bluhm’s greatest movements were 
twists, grapevines, and toe spins. At grape- 
yines he was unbeatable and he had more 
of them than any other skater. As a bur- 
Jesque skater Bluhm had no equal. 


Having Fun at the Carnivals. 

One of the features of his performance was 
his ability to deceive the visitors at the vari- 
ous skating carnivals, making them believe 
he was a novice atthe game. He would come 
out attired like a farmer, with a big mus- 
tache and a “‘plug”” hat. His first feat 
would be to go up In the air and land on the 
fatof his back. His hat would slide a dozen 
feet away. and on hands and knees he would 
towards it. execute a few funny stunts, 
end finally when near the hat would go down 
on top ofit: Then he wouldturna 
complete handspring, a most difficult feat, 
after which his regular performance would 
begin. Hardly before the crowd could real- 
ge he had been “ acting ’’ he would sail the 
@itire length of the rink on one foot. Then 
he would turn and execute some of the most 
ittricate tricks. 

Now a Successful Bookmaker. 

Probably many who will recall the fame of 
Gus Bluhm as a skater are not aware that for 
fevera;: years he has been one of the most 
mccessful bookmakers in the United States.

Bluhm is a Chicagoan by birth, and even as 
Bboy he showed a tendency to thrift that 
Sterward made him wealthy. As a lad he 
sid apples through the district between Van 
Buren and Halsted streets and the stock- 
yards. He learned to skate in the parks and 
afterward started a rink out on West Madison 
street. 

Biuhm had a younger sister, Mattie, who 
wao- cne of the greatest women skaters in this 
pe 1 the country. She had the advantage 
ot: 1 expert brother to teach her, and would 
g0 farther into difficuit figures than any other 
woman skater and did more hard movements 
than any other. 

Johnnie Cooke, “the human top,’”’ was the 
quickest that ever happened, and it was this 
that won him the admiration of the great 
crowds which frequented the loca] rinks. 
He died when he was only 20 years old. 
Cooke's great specialty was a double flat foot 
spin, whirling around about 150 times with- 
out stopping and then raising on one foot, 
Going a toe spin on the point of one skate like 
top, which gave him his sobriquet. 


As Told by an Old “ Tribune.” 


In 1875 Cook was in league with the man- 
ager of one of the rinks at which a mas- 
querade was to be held. Cook was to as- 
Sume the role of a noted woman skater from 
Canada. He carried his part well, but some 
of his friends insisted they knew it was 
he, but he nor the manager of the rink would 
Sdmit it for years afterwards. Following is 
88 account of the incident which was printed 
in Toe TRIBUNE on Jan. 28. 1875: 

Last Thursday the rink was filled to overflowing

It is the intention that this body 
of tormer and present athletes shall devote 
its attention particularly to rushing’ prep 
students and endeavoring to get them to come 
to Chicago. It was said at the dinner that 
since the new Bartlett gymnasium had been 
completed the only drawback which existed in 
the past to prevent young athietes choosing 
Chicago as their college had now been re- 
moved. 


Campaign a New Departure. 
The proposed campaign for material is a 


radical departure from the established 
policy of the university and has been 
forced on it by the success of 


the enthusiastic efforts of alumni of 
other colleges to send subfreshmen to their 
respective schools. The lack of athletic ma- 
terial which has been the constant complaint 
ar the local institution has caused much dis- 
cussion among the former athletic “ stars”. 
of the university, and the outcome was the 
organization of the “‘C men. 

The indorsement of the pan by President 
Harper came in this way. Speik, the newly 
elected captain, in his after dinner speech 
had said: “ What we need here at Chicago 
is athletic material. If we can get that we 
can have championship teams, for we have 
the best coach in this country. We must 
have the material, however, and there ought 
not to be any reason why athletes should 
prefer other schools.” 

Others of the athletes present made the 
same suggestions and Coach Stagg himself 
adimtted the need. 

When President Harper rose to speak he 
said that the suggestions of Capt. Speik. of 
Prof. Stagg. and also of Horace Butter- 
worth, the former maroon athietic manager, 
had convinced him that the real need of the 
department had been touched upon, and that 
it was up to the alumni to help meet the 
need. “We have 600 alumni in and about 
Chicago,"’ said Dr. Harper, “ and if they will 
only work together there Is nothing they 
cannot accomplish.” 

Dr. Harper's reference to Butterworth and 
the presence of the former instructor at the 
banquet stirred up again the runiors that 
Butterworth may return to his old post. Offi- 
cers of the university, however. refused yes- 
terday to discuss the possibility.

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TO TURF RULES 
PROPOSED BY COMMITTER 


Qlew Regulatfons Which Will Be Of- 
fered to the Coming Congress for 
Adoption Are Now Much Discussed 
by Owners and Tratmers—Effort 

Will Be Made by the New Code to 
~ Step Present Methods of “Laying 

f« Up” in Heats on Half Mile Tracks. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE} 

Just now the subject that most interests 
thorsemen and trorse owners are the proposed 
amendments to the trotting and pacing rules 
that are to be reported to the coming con- 
gress by the rules committee. 

Mention has ‘already been made in this col- 
umn that on mile tracks the distance in races 
where eight or less horses start will be 
shortened to fifty yards. When more than 
eight horses start the distance is to be re- 
duced from 100 to 75 yards. This proposed 
amendment meets with the general appro- 
bation of horsemen, and it will certainly be 
commended by the public, as under the pres- 
ent code of turf laws a lot of “ laying up” 
fis made possible that will not be practicable 
when the distance is cut in two. But there 
mre some other changes proposed that are 
going to make trouble all along the line if 
gdopted, and the chances are they will meet 
with a pfetty vigorous opposition in the 
congress. One of them ‘that, silently or 
otherwise, the half mile tracks will be 
a@gainst all the time is that which seeks to 
abolish the “ conditional entry ’’ nuisance 
by not only making all such entries void 
when discovered put making each one liable 
to a fine not exceeding $50. 


Will Trouble Weak Tracks. 


Here is where the application of such a rule 
will pinch the half mile tracks, and also some 
of the mile rings that are not strong enough 
in themselves to compéte with the Grand Cir- 
cuit courses. As the matter is now handled, 
the enterprising secretary of. track 
gdes to thf oWner or driver of a big stable of | 
horses and opens negotiations for-his en- 
tries to a meeting. There is usually another 
meeting of about equal importance the same 
week, especially in the case of a half mile 
track, and the first thing Mr. Owner or Driver 
telis the secretary is that the other fellows 
are also after his stable for their meeting, 
and that they. are willing ta let him make as 
many entries as ‘he likes, with the privilege 
of paying only on. the horses that start. 

The secretary knows this is true. He is 
g@oing the same thing himself every day in 
his quest for horses to make the meeting a 
success. So he opens negotiations. Therets 
now and then a little variation in the pro- 
gram, but as a rule the driver gets what he 
wants. If he has a particularly attractive 
stable for a haif mile track meeting. with, 
perchance, a horse or two of great speed and 
undoubted drawing power, it may be that he 
agrees to give an exhibition with that animal 
during the meeting, and in return gets some 
goncessions that do not go to the ordinary 


man. 
Exhibition Races Draw. 


Possibly his other entries ‘‘go” only if 
¢ach horse gets a piece of the purse. The 
secretary figures that, while he would not be 
willing to pay out any cash for thé exhibition 
horse, he is willing to cheat the other people 
making straight entries a little on the theory 
that ris track cannot lose anythingin actual 
money by such transaction, and that the 
“exhibition ’’ will draw a few hundred dol- 
lars at the gate that would not otherwise be 
secured, for fit is a fact that there is a cer- 
tain section of the public that will turn out 
to see a trial against time and pay money at 
the gate that will not give up a dollar to at- 
tend class racing. 

Nearly every big stable gets concessions 
from the smaller tracks, or the weaker ones, 


, and there is little doubt that at some of the 


most» pretentious meetings in the country 
there are a favored few among the drivers 
who have a percentage ever their more 
obseure brethren at some angle of the game. 
A year or so ago, when there was active 
competition between two eastern tracks 
which held meetings in the same week, there 
were favors galore to be had for the asking. 
Men. with big strings of horses were told 
that the freight on the whole lot would be 
rebated to them if they would only enter at 
one place, and the other track made similar 

@azziing offers. 


Abuses Will Continue.

Salisbury 
has had a good many drivers since he began 
campaigning horses in the east. Andy Mc-

and last year Ben Walker was the man at the,

Walker Is a Natural Reinsman. 


Walker ts a happy go lucky sort of man.’ 
He is a natural reineman, and that means 
that he has light hands and is a good 
| “catch” driver. Years ago he was consid- 
ered a trifle better behind a pacer than when 
a trotter was between the shafts, but of late 
he has done some creditable work with both 
sorts of nags. He did well enough with 
what material Salisbury had last summer, 
but did not seem to please the boss, so at 
the end of the campaign was let gv. He 
gave Monte Carlo a good drive whenever 
that horse started, but, because the smooth 
going, Neavily made horse went some bad 
races. Walker was criticised when he should 
not have been. The truth is that Monte 
‘Carlo was touted a little stronger than the 
facts warranted. His second in 2:05% to 
Maj. Delmar at Memphis in the fall of 1002 
was his best performance by a long way, 
and he was driven in that race by “ Ras” 
Ecker. one of the old guard, who probably 
was as much surprised as anybody that the 
horse went so fast and stald so well, as he 
had been anything but satisfactory in his 
previous starts. 


De Ryder to Drive for Salisbury. 
Next year Mr. Salisbury will have a brand 
new driver in Charley De Ryder, who is a 
capable man. ¢ He drove last year for the 
chen Wilkes farm and previous to that 
filled an engagement with the Tainter 
farm at Menominee. Wis. What he 
will accomplish with the horses that Salic- 
bury brings east is problematical If he is 
allowed a voice in their preparation they 
will be well fitted when race day comes, and 
that means a lot. In addition to the get of 
Direct in the string De Ryder also will have 
some by Directum Kelly.’son of Direct. He 
was a wonderful trotter as a 4 year old, tak- 
ing a record of 2:08% and not losing a race. 
Hie was bred-for a racehorse. however, as 
his dam was by Anteeo, a.courageous son of 
albeit a vicious horse and a 
quarrelsome one, where other stallions were 
concerned. He was a cupning brute. too, 
with almost human intelligence, especially 
‘where his anger was aroused, and oncé broke 
out of his own stabie, kicked down a fence, 
and then broke into another barn in order 
that he might get at a stallion he disliked. 
He did this at night, and tn the morning the 
farm attendants found the other stallion, 
Empire, standing covered with wounds, 
while Anteeo was circling round him making 
ready forafresh onslaught. Directum Kelly 
is siring some speed, as the first of his get 
to start in a race, Marie’s Baby, took a 
2:20% mark over a half mile track last 
summer. 


Take Up Old Question. 


The stewards of the Grand circuit at their 

meeting the other day brought up the ques- 
tion, agitated at intervals for the last five 
years, of cutting loose with the tracks rep- 
resented by them from the National and 
American Trotting associations and making 
rules to suit themselves, but beyond the 
appointment of a committee to put the matter 
in formal shape nothing was done. 
The Grand circuit tracks are a power in 
the trotting world by reason of the immense 
amount they offer annually in purses and 
stakes, and if harmony could be secured 
among the members of the coalition they 
could accomplish much in the way of turf 
reforms. But the trouble is that personal 
interests of the men who own or control the 
different tracks take precedence of the gen- 
eral*welfare of the harness turf, and for this 
reason nothing has been accomplished in the 
direction of the tracks taking full charge of 
their own affairs. . 


Power Is Limited. 


There is no doubt that if the grand circuit 
were to adopt a set of rules for its own racing 
and undertake to punish infractions of them 
a different complexion would be given to 
trotting affairs at about.a dozen of the best 
points in the land for harness racing. With 
the official decree Of any one member affect- 
ing the standing of horses or drivers on the 
other grand circuit tracks, the volume of 
* cheating,’’ which has of late grown un- 
pleasantly large, would be at once curtailed 
to a surprising degree, and the morale of 
the whole industry vastly improved. 

But it is doubtful if the big tracks ever get 
together on the point of self-government. 
Certain tracks have been in the habit of 
being so “ liberal’’ in their views of what 
constitutes an offense against turf laws, 
especially when the culprit has influential 
friends in the track management, that It is 
going to be hard for them to agree to en- 
force the rules regardless of fear or favor, 
although, of course, no such sentiment is 
openly voiced. 


Lexington Does Not Apply. 

It was thought that the Lexington track 
would apply for admission to the grand ¢ir- 
cult this year, especially as Memphis was 
taken in, but the Kentuckians made no move. 
They occupy a strong position and are 
really independent of all the other tracks. 1 
The October meeting at Lexington has on its 
program many of the classic races of the 
harness turf, and, coming as it does at the 
end of the campaign, there is no opposition 
to be feared. Therefore Lexington prefers 
to not make any entangling alliances. As 
a member of the grand circuit there might 
come a time when it would be necessary for 
Lexington to acquiesce in the punishment. 
of some of its favorite drivers for offenses 
committed on other tracks, and there is lit- 
fear who manage the Lex- 

on ’ ever place them: 


Stoll Stake Fails to Fill. 
Apropos of Lexington, horsemen are smil- 


tng broadly on the failure of the recently 


opened Stoll stake for 3 year old trotters, 
offered by that track, to fill. In the prelim- 
inary advertising of the event it was an- 
‘nounced that the race was opened in response 
to many requests by breeders, but when the 
entries closed there were but five nominators, 
and the stake has been declared off. Hereto- 
fore everything in the stake line opened by 
Lexington has filled well; and horsemen are 
at a loss to account for the flasco in this 
instance. 

The association is really a one man con- 
cern in case Senator Bailey of Texas chooses 
to exercise ‘his rights, as he owns more than 
@ majority of the stock, but thus far he has 
scrupulously refrained from doing anything 
of the sort. The big Texan is popular in the 
horse world, and has gone into the breeding 
of harness horses on a pretty extensive scale, 
owning the stallion Prodigal and a band of 
choice broodmares. Charles Marvin, who 
was with Palo Alto when that farm held 
nearly all the world’s records at trotting, 
trains and drives for Senator Bailey, and 
generally has a good one to go to the races 
‘with every fall.

~-Mr. Vanderbilt, with his ninety horse power 
car, Went a mile in the world’s record.time of 
:39-flat on a straightaway-mile on the coquina 
beach, Which clipped two-fifths of second 
from the mark-held by Henry Ford. That ' 
marke was not beaten during the meet, and 
will probably stand for some time, although 
it.is not the least bit unlikely that Barney 
Oldfield, Dominique Lamberjack, or some of 
the other speed merchants will man cars soon 
which may put that mark In the shade. 
' When Henry Ford: made his great record 
of :39% on the ice course at New Baltimore, 
Mich.;* near Detroit, three ‘weeks ago, it 
looked as if that record: would last’ at least ’ 
until-active auto racing was under way dur- 
ing the surhmer. Now Vanderbilt’ comes 
along and sets even a better record on. the 
Fiorida course, and- it. seems impossible to 
figure just what the limit of speed with 
car’ with a horse power: approaching 1 
horse power or even more. will be. 


Vanderbilt Is Nervy. . 
Young Vanderbilt showed himself a nervy 
driver in. all-of the races.in which he‘ took 
part and also in the time triais; In his great 
record drive ‘he sent his car straight as an 
‘arrow over the. course at the edgeof the 
waves. The speed was so great that at times 
the car: jumped twa feet from: the track, but 
the easterner always had his lever set proper- 
ly and. had complete control. . 

Barney Oldfield distinguished himself with 
‘his “Bullet.No. This was also expectéd, 
as the old thme cycle rider has been driving 
his, machines .at. remarkable speed of late, 
snowing ua fearlessness which at times ap- 
proached ‘recklesgness. Anything’ from one 
‘to twemiy miles is the forte of Oldfield, . 
- Oldfield in his race against Vanderbilt beat 
the younger: man, and the competitive mark 
went glimmering. One of the heats was cov- 
ered in :48. The best previous time—and in 
a trial at that—was made in France by An- 
gier's on the famous Dourdan road and with 
an eighty horse power car.: . " 
Vanderbit later in.the week—on Friday—

There cannot be any doubt but that at the 
present time the racing men, outside of the 
machines, draw the most attention: Barney 
Oldfield, William K. Vanderbilt, Henry Ford, 
and many ofhers are doing work with the cars 
that cannot but help attract notice.

To Regulate Speed. .. 

. A bill relative to automobile speeding has 
been introduced in New York by Senator 
Hill. It will.radically qmend all existing 
laws on automobiling. The. bill introduced 
permits such speed as shall be “ reasonable 
and proper,’”” having regard to traffic and so 
as not to endanger life or property,- with 
arbitrary limitations between eight and twen- 
ty miles an hour, .dependent on the way be- 
ing closely .bullt up; caHs for reduction of 
speed when. approaching frightened horses, 
at crossings and bridges, on. curves, and in 
passing or overtaking persons or animals. 
It contains also the cistomary provision for 
stopping on a signal: from the driver of a 
frightened horse, and: severe penalties: for 
failure to observe any of these @quirements. 

The bill prohibits the making of local ordi- 
nances regu.ating the uee of mector vehicles, 
and declares void any existing ordinance, ex- 
cept as to parks, particul oads or Ways, 
and generally permits aa speed on'a speci- 
fied road for racing or testing purposes. Its 
terms apply to motor cycles, with clauses lim- 
iting the requirements as to size of numbers, 
and the number of lamps, this to adapt the 
general provision to such vehicles; it declares 
affirmatively that nothing in the law shall 
affect the rights of a person injured by the 
negligence of a mOtor driver to recover dam- 
ages therefor. ‘ 


' Penalties Provided. 


The hill classifies the penalties for viola- 
tion according to the seriousness of the of- 
fense, and provides that second and subse- 
quent offenses, shall be more seVerely penal- 
ized. Penalties are to be limited to fines, 
small amounts, for minor offenses, and fines, 
with the option of imprisonment, for serious 
breaches of the law. : 

The principal changes in registration are 
the élimination of the requirements that 
mere operators, not owners, register, and 
that the paper certificates be carried at all 
times. For the latter the bill substitutes a 
metal registration seal showing the number 
of the vehicle’s registration, ‘to ‘be affixed 
conspicuously to it. Motor vehicles regis- 
tered in other states may-use highways with- 
out registering here, on displaying their 
home numbers with the ‘initials’ of their 


states. 
Rates of Speed. 


The rates of speed are not materially 
changed, the higher limit being twenty miles 
per hour, the lower ten. The bill omits the 
‘prese.t provisions making speed dependent 
on the proximity of postofftces, schoolhouses, 
churches, causeways, and dams, and inserts 
ingtead clauses requiring reduction of speed 
at crossings, bridges, and on curves and de- 
scents. The penalty revoking an owner’s 
permit for exceeding the speed limits has 
been struck out. The bill allows the deposit 
of cash, or in lieu thereof the motor vehicle, 
- gecurity for a bail bond and substitute for 
The bill has been laid on the table for ref- 
erence later.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—Fears aroused from 

time to time regarding Westminster abbey, 
owing to the decay of its stone work, will 
be set at rest by the highly encouraging re- 
port of Prof. A. H. Church, It appears this 
well known chemist has brought his sciet- 
tific knowledge to bear on the problem with 
such success that by the simple application 
of baryta water to the surface he is able to 
reconstitute the old stone and make it as 
sound as ever. 

The sulphuric acid in the London air has 
attacked the carbonite of lime in the stone 
and converted it into gypsum, an exceeding- 
ly soft material. Prof. Church found that 
baryta water sprayed on the surface con- 
verts gypsum back again into carbonite of 
lime With a film of baryta- sulphate that is 
unaffected by acids. 

The baryta water penetrates deep into the 
stone and after repeated applications hard- 
ens it gradually from back to front. More 
than two years have passed since Prof. 
Church adopted this method for restoring 
the stone work in the chapter house, both 
inside and outside, and he is fully satisfied 
it is a complete success.

LESSON IN PILGRIM DINNERS.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—The Daily Telegraph, 
in a column editorial on the Pilgrims’ club 
dinners in New York and London last night, 
remarks: 

“While the threat of war is lowering on 
the world’s horizon, it is a physical relief to 
turn this morning to one of the most signifi- 
cant demonstrations ever given of the serv- 
ice of Science to the growth of international 
good will. Last night England and America, 
to all effects and purposes, dined together for 
the first time in their history. 

“We question whether there has been 
anything in our time of better augury for 
the future relations of the two English 
speaking peoples, or more suggestive of the 
pacific progress of civilization at large, than 
the sympathetic and simultaneous banquet- 
ing in London and New York at the opposite 
ends of the same telegraph wire. | 

“If we think nothing of modern miracles 
it is because they have become daily and 
commonplace. In modern experience; from 
the political viewpoint, there has been none 
among them more striking in its way than 
the unique symposium whereby two nations 
yesterday evening bridged the sea.” 

After a description of the London dinner 
the paper adds: 

*“ Picturesque and genial fs the event was 
in itself, and appealing with singular suc- 
cess, as it does, to the spirit of friendly good 
humor which, happily, is the dominating 
factor in the intercourse between the Brit- 
ish and American peoples today, it has a 
profound meaning whereof serious historians 
of the future may well take account.

Of course this cap of complaint is only for the 
conductor that it fite, but while it fite any 
one of them the public ought to bestir itself 
in the interest of courtesy on the part of 
street car employés. 


“THE BLOT ON THE SCUTCHEON.” 

The Municipal Voters’ league points un- 
erringly to the worst blot on the record of 
the council for the last year. It finds much 
to approve in the acts of a body only eight 
of whose outgoing members it considers 
‘totally undeserving of reélection, but it can- 
not overlook the approval given by a com- 
mittee to the United Telegraph, Telephone 
and Electric Light ordinance. The. pro- 
moters of that ordinance, under the pretext 
of giving the people “ competition,” endeav- 
ored to get a thirty year franchise, under 
which rates higher than those now exacted 
could be extorted from a large proportion of 
telephone users. The Municipal Voters’ 
league says: , 

There are grounds for euspecting that the ob- 
ject of the promoters of this ordinance was to get 
something they could sel] to the Chicago Telephone 
company, whose rights soon expire, and which 
could not itself expect to secure from the council 
@ renewal grant on such liberal terms. There ‘s 
‘mo evidence, however, that the Chicago Telephone 
company was in any way a party to such & plan. 


Of course it was not the intention of the 
promoters who stood before the curtain to 
install a new telephone system and give the 
public “ competition” if they got a fran- 
chise. They had not the money with which 
to do that. Plainly, they were either seek- 
ing to get valuable privileges they could offer 
for a profitable price to the Chicago Tele- 
phone company or they were merely the 
agents of the real promoter behind the 
scenes—the telephone compuny—ahd would 
have transferred the ordinance to it if se- 
cured for a nominal price and “ love and 
affection.” The action of the committee on 
gas, oil, and electri¢ light, which had the 
ordinance in charge, in refusing to insert a 
section forbidding the sale of the franchise, 
was full of significance. 

There is no written evidence that the Chi- 
cago Telephone company was the corpora- 


its thirty year franchise and its vicious 
schedule of rates was pressed in the coun- 
cil. There are some things which are not 
put in writing, or if they are the documents 
are securely locked up in safety deposit 
vaults inaccessible to the public. 

Written evidence may be lacking, but the 
evidence of facts is not. The Chicago Tele- 
phone company needed the ordinance and 
nobody else did. It could not have got the 
privileges the ordinance proposed to give if it 
had asked for them openly. So it worked 
stealthily and surreptitiously, but it failed. 
The exposure of its plans by Tue TRIBUNE 
enlightened and aroused the public, and the 
offensive measure died in the council. 

The difference between conditions last 
year and those existing ten years ago—a dif- 
ference due largely to the efforts of the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league to get better alder- 
men—is that in 1893 the ordinance would 
have been put through the council without 
the least difficulty. The attempt to get a 


eral record. has been so good indicates the 
need of sleepless vigilance. It shows that 
there should be no relaxation of efforts to 
purge the counci] not merely of aldermen 
who are notoriously and positively bad but 
of those whose moral fiber is not strong 
enough to enable them to resist temptation 
when the tempters have behind them wealth, 
social influence, and high rank among the 
“ prominent citizens.” 


CHEAPNESS OF LIFE. 
The disaster at the Iroquois theater was 


not ‘needed to illustrate the increasing dis- 
regard for human life in this country or to 
emphasize its cheapness. And yet, if there 
can be any compensation for*such a dis- 
aster it is to be found in the thoroughness 
with which various commissions besides 
the coroner’s jury have investigated it and 
the radical action following these investi- 
gations, which will in the future minimize 
the dangers to theater audiences in this city 
and in a large degree all over the country. 

This is well, but the lives lost in the Iro- 
quois theater were comparatively few as 
compared with the thousands sacrificed 
every year to human indiffereuce, care- 
lessness, and lawlessness, and to the 
risks taken by greed and indolewee. Dur- 
ing the five years ending June 30, 1903, 
88,890 persons were killed and 253,823 in- 
jured on railroads in the United States. We 
yearly kill one person for every 300 em- 
ployés, Germany one for every 750, Aus- 
tria one for every 1,000, Great Britain one 
for about every 1,500. In this country there 
is no decrease in the number of victims from 
year to year. It is said that in 1874, with 
250,000 employés, 46 were killed and 271 
injured on British roads, whilein 1894, with 
381,000 em ployés, only 6 were killed and 62 
injured. 

The statistics of the mining, manufactur- 
ing, aud building industries are no less dis- 
couraging. The New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser has investigated some of them. It 
finds that among 142,420 employés in the 
Pennsylvania anthracite mines in a recent 
year there were 461 fatal and 1,030 nonfatal! 
accidents. Last year 788 persons were 
killed in mines in the United States. It also 


factories, and in building operations the 
yearly number of fatal accidents is fict less 
than 20,000, and of nonfatal 150,000, and 
that from one-half to two-thirds of these are 
avoidable. 

Turn from this destruction of life to the 
lives sacrificed to violence, and note its 
increase. In 1886 there were 1,146 murders 
in the United States, last year there were 
8.976. The average number of murders in 
the United States during the last five years 
approximates 8,500. More homicides are 
committed in some American states than in 
the whole British or German empire. There 
arte more in this country than in any other, 
Russia excepted, and at the present rate of 
progress we shall soon be ahead of Russia. 

Where are the commissions which shall 
investigate all this disregard for human life 
and suggest the remedy?

DODGING JURY SERVICE. 

-If the car barn murderers had been taken 
into an English court a jury would have 
been impaneled in a day. Here three weeks 
have been taken up and the panel is not yet 
full Thus is the time of judges wasted. 
It is not strange that the jail population 
cannot be kept down when it requires such 
an unconscionable time to dispose of a case 
which would not take more than three or 
four days if criminal law in Illinois were not 
the shield of the criminal instead of society. 

Van Dine and his associates are entitled 
to a trial by an impartial jury. There is no 
lack of men in the community who are able 
to give an impartial verdict. They hav¢ 
read considerable about the case, including 
Van Dine’s confession of guilt, and yet they 
are capable, if put in the jury box, of weigh- 
ing fairly all the evidence offered by the 
state and the defendants and returning a 
verdict in accordance with the facts. 

One man after another has been exam- 
ined, and has untruthfully said that he 
could not “ fairly and impartially render a 
verdict in accordance with the law and the 
evidence ” and thus escaped service. The 
reason is obvious. It is well known how 
contested criminal trials in this county drag 
along. The juror first accepted may have 
to sit in solitary state for a week before he 
has a companion. After the jury is com- 
plete it may be weeks before the evidence is 
all in and the arguments ended. During 
that time the jurors are secluded from home 
and work. | 

The business man or the clerk or artisan 
who would not swear falsely to get out of 
three or four days’ jury service will perjure 
himself to get rid of several weeks’ close 
confinement in a jury box and crowded ho- 
tel quarters. Probably he will continue to 
do so until the dawdling, shambling, time 
killing method of trying criminal cases 
which permits the defense to consume in 
objectless cross examinations and in other 
ways all the time it pleases shall have been 
done away with. 

There are many things in Illinois which 
stand in need of reform and among “them 
the criminal law practice is conspicuous, 
While men come forward as the advocates 
of every other imaginable reform nobody 
troubles himself about the criminal law. 
‘Probably that is because it is a thankless 
task. Nobody can ride into office on that 
issue. Nobody can make money out of it. 
If a lawyer were to take the matter up the 
great legal trades union would antagonize 
him and if a laymag were to agitate for 
law reform the lawyers would tell him to 
mind his own business and that if changes 
were needed they would suggest them. 


CLUES IN CHICAGO. 

The value of Chicago as a “ club town” 
is again to be essayed by a number of small 
social organizations recently established. 
The City elub and the Yale club are the lat- 
eston the list, and the fate of the Technical, 
the Hide and Leather, and other short lived 
} predecessors: has made the incorporators of 
the new institutions look well to their finan- 
cia] strength. 

It has become almost axiomatic that down- 
town Chicago will support lunch clubs only, 
and that the high charges for rent and serv- 
ice render imperative heavy dues and initia- 
tion fees. Clubs run on other lines, unless, 
like the City club, they have a distinct and 
sufficing sphere of their own, are said to be 
foredoomed to failure. As a primary rea- 
son for this state of affairs the ground plan 
of Chicago is blamed. The effort to supply 
effective social meeting grounds is severely 
handicapped by the great distances at which 
the residence districts lie from each other 
and from the heart of the city. In New 
York, that paradise of club life, everybody 
goes uptown from. business in one instead of 
in three directions, and the clubs furnish 
natural way stations that are crowded after- 
noon and evening. 

It is fuftherpointed out that Chicago has 
an extremely limited club supporting class, 
and this appears to be curiously true. For, 
notwithstanding the cherished traditions of 
the melodrama, a club member is not neces- 
sarily a rich man of leisure with an opera 
hat and a shiny mustache. In New-York the 
Drug, the Clothing, and other trade clubs 
prosper exceedingly, while musicians, pro- 
fessional men, and college graduates al! 
sipport flourishing social organizations of 
their own. Attempts to make clubs of spe- 
cialists in Chicago have been far less suc- 
cessful. It is hard to explain, for instance, 
why the Universities of Chicago, North- 
western, Michigan, and other large western 
institutions should furnish less than one- 
fifth of the membership of this city’s Yni- 
yersity club. And there are other cases: 
where the clientéle of local clubs is inex- 
plicably small. - 7 

The rapid growth of the suburban coun- 
try clubs is an astonishingly vigorous de- 
yelopment of the past decade, and itis likely 
that this is more healthful than a multiplica- 
tion of downtown social centers. 


BOOK STEALING FOR PROFIT. 

The developments which have followed 
the arrest of Frederick H. Bates in Boston 
for the larceny of books from libraries have 
created much interest not alone in that 
city but among librarians and bibliophiles all 
over the country. Bates has been living a 
double life. The one life was that of 
scholar, lecturer, writer, and clergyman. 
The other was that of book kleptomaniac. 
The books which he has stolen have all 
been recovered, and he himself is in jail 
awaiting trial. So justice will be vindicated 
and the libraries will lose nothing. 

There is another side to this case, how- 
ever, which is none. the. less interesting. 
Book collectors generally have discussed it 
from the standpoint of the weaknesses of a 
fellow collector, and some have even sym- 
pathized with him and sought to excuse him 
as one who is the victim of an overmaster- 
ing passion. They have been led to this by 
the fact that he stole only rare books and 
valuable first editions, which are so tempt- 
ing to collectors. Hawthorne’s “ Fan- 
shawe,” valuable only as a curiosity; was 
among those taken by Bates, and was recov- 
ered from a New York second hand dealer, to 
whom he had sold it for much less than its

Boston 
is not the only city where collectors of 
eminent honesty and’ clean mindedness in 
every other way have not hesitated to pilfer 
rare books and to mutilate illustrated books

The ease with which Bates managed to 
steal rare books from the Boston public 
and other libraries and escape detection for 
so long a time—possibly he might be steal- 
ing now but for the fact that some one 
wished to see “ Fanshawe” and it was 
found to be missing—is a warning to li- 
brarians everywhere that their rare books 
should be kept in securely locked cases, 
that applicants to see them should give a 
good reason, aud that they should only be ex- 
amined in the presence of an attendant. 
This rule is observed at the Newberry li- 
brary in this city. It should be in every 
library. No well disposed book lover would 
object: to it. | 


SUGGESTION WORTH CONSIDERING. 
If there were no surface car tracks in the 


business district all the streets could have 
substantial asphalt pavements, which could 
be kept clean at little expense. With 
the removal of the tracks and the.cars the 
great cause of traffic congestion in fhe heart 
of the city would disappear. There would 
be less crowding, less danger, less dirt, less 
noise. 


gested by Mr. George D. Boulton in a letter 
in today’s Trrsunze. His plan is, in brief, 
that the traction companies shall stop their 
‘cars at the main river, the south branch, and 
Harrison or Congress street, and that pas- 
sengers shall be carried into the business 
district from the new terminals in electric 
buses for a 1 cent fare. This would do 
away with the necessity for subways, which 
will be costly and which people will use 
if they have to, but with some reluctance. 
They do not like to travel underground. 

Mr. Boulton’s plan is feasible, although it 

will take many electric carriages to do the 
work, for it will not be easy to pack them 
as cars are packed, They will not obstruct 
traffic as the street cars do, however, for 
they will not be tied down to a line of rails 
but can move freely in any street and make 
better time than the cars, which work their 
slow way around the loops, often stopping 
twice at many of the streets they cross. 
@ The project will have the hearty approval 
of the elevated roads, whose lines will con- 
tinue to traverse the business district and 
will have an advantage over surface com- 
petitors which will be likely to increase their 
traffic. The traction companies may not 
take kindly to the project, which will re- 
quire a heavy investment in electric car- 
riages and buildings in which to house 
them. They will gain in some ways and 
lose in others. 

It does not matter so much what the com- 
panies will say as what the peuple who use 
the cars will say. Their verdict will have 
much weight. What will all the women 
and nearly all the men who are now carried 
by the surface cars for 5 cents to the 
doors of or within a block or two of the 
offices Where they work or the stores where 
they trade say to a proposition that they 
shall pay 6 cents and change from car to 
carriage to reach their destination, or else 
walk part of the way? They will say they 
do not wish to pay a higher fare or tochange 
cars. To the sensible suggestioa that a 
little exercise will do them good they will 
reply that they do not wish to walk any 
more than they can help, especially when it 
is hot, or cold, or rainy, windy, or snowy. 
Some of them stand or walk all day in their 
business, and they are not craving pedes- 
trian exercises night or morning. 

The answers may be called illogical, 
unreasonable, and selfish, but they are 
the answers likely to be made by those 
whose comfort during the working hours 
would be greatly promoted by that clean- 
liness, orderliness, and geweral decency 
which can only be had in the business 
district after all the tracks have been 
removed. Nowadays most people are what 
others call lazy, but what they themselves 
call economists of energy and time. ‘They 
will not walk downstairs if there is an ele- 
vator handy. They will not walk three 
blocks if they can ride without extra cost. 
They will protest against a change in the 
routing of the Street car lines which involves 
more walking or greater expense. It is a 
question whether they will not have more 
influence with aldermen than those who 
wish to see the business district something 
better than a car yard. 

Mr. Boulton’s ideas may not be adopted, 
but they are interesting. They deserve re- 
spectful consideration and should receive 
it from the municipal authorities and the 
traction companies. 


PROFESSIONAL CRIMINALS. 
An interesting contribution both to erim- 


inology and to social reform has been made 
by Sir Robert Anderson, formerly head of 
the criminal investigation department at 
Scotland Yard, in his definition of “ profes- 
sional criminals” and his suggestions for 
their treatment. The quoted phrase is a 
common one, and yet few people who use 
it have any sense of its real import. It 
ordinarily conveys only the idea that the 
criminal is not a beginner. Sir Robert An- 
derson has investigated the professional 
criminals scientifically, and finds that there 
is just as clear and distinct a criminal pro- 
fession as there is a medical or legal profes- 
sion, aud, more than this, waiving the one 
question of morality, a profession with strong 
attractions. It leads sometimes to large 
profit without any special] exertion, and has 
the charm of risk and adventure. It calls 
for skill, coolness, courage, and resource. 
Its drawbacks are not intolerable “in the 
case of persons of coarse fiber.” Even in 
penal servitude the professional criminal 
learns to adjust himself to his surroundings 
as an army officer does to a disagreeable 
foreign station. “Even the unpleasant- 
nesses of imprisonment are not serious 
enough to induce the professional criminal 
to accept the, to him, inexpressible ennui 
of a life of honest labor.” “To such men,” 
says Sir Robert, “ penal servitude is a disa- 
greeable interruption of a series of enjoy- 
able adventures, but to call it deterrent or. 
reformatory would, in such cases, be pure 
and open cant.” 

Assuming that this is correct, the ques- 
tion, what is the use of arresting these crim- 
inals, shutting them up for limited terms 
and then letting them loose again, with the 
certainty they will promptly resume their 
depredations, is inevitable. Sir Robert’s 
remedy is & drastic one. He says the crim- 
inal investigation department knows all 
these criminals, and that the courts, under 
the authority of parliament, should use this 
knowledge “ for the permanent disablement 
of the enemies of society.” In other words, 
he proposes that when criminals repeatedly 
commit crimes and it is clear that they are 
pursuing a regular predatory course of life, 
“they should be shut up for an indefinite

MA bill Sr upon this theory has already 
been introduced in parliament, but it is in 
the nature of a compromise, as it does not 
contemplate “life” or “ indeterminate ” 
sentences. It is intimated the bill: will be 
.so amended as to make the sentences of pro- 
fessional criminals life sentences, subject to 
a full inquiry into a prisoner’s career before 
sentence is passed, to reasonable mitigation 
of conditions of imprisonment, and to “ the, 
discretion of the responsible administrative 
authorities, who alone cah judge as to the 
wisdom of remission.” The scheme is for 
the protection of society and not for the 
vindictive punishment of crime. Should 
parliament adopt it in its entirety its opera- 
tion will be closely watched.

A SERMON FOR TODAY. 
“THE MAN AND HIS WORK.” 
BY THE REV. ROBERT R. WHITE. 


First the kingdom of God.—Matt., vi., 33. ' 
HE necessity for toil has ever been 
man’s greatest blessing. In human so- 
ciety, as now imperfectly constituted, 
it often works hardship, but its opposite 
would produce absolute ruin. 

The term “ work” is, however, not to be 
applied to the toil of any one class of men. 
Any expenditure of energy for purpeges other 
than recreation is work. So one man’s work 
is often ahother’s play. It matters not what 
he does, the man who amounts to anything 
has to work. Even the tramp often toils 
harder to get a living without work than if 
he were earning a better living in the ordinary 
paths of labor. : 

Voluntary idleness on the part of a sound 
man is utterly inexcusable, no matter what 
may be his position in society. Idleness is 
useless and, in the long run, pleasureless. 
It is a Mar, a cheat, a thief, and a murderer 
of body, mind, and soul. The man who can 
work and won't is an outrage upon decent 
society, a disgrace to humanity, an enemy of 
the state, and his own worst foe. 

If, then, a man ought to work, and must 
work, ft is important to know what it will 
pay best to do. Plan your work. A man's 
life work is much like the building of a house. 
One of the world’s troubles is that it is full of 
“shack ’”’ builders—men who have worked 
hard with no worthy and unifying purpose, 
or with no comprehensive and definite plan— 
men who in a lifetime of hard toil have ac- 
complished nothing of value for any portion 
of their fellow men, not excepting their wives 
and children, and for themselves not as much 
as an industrious squirrel, who can at least 
boast a winter’s foresight. Late in life they 
have neither present comfort, hopeful pros- 
pect, nor cheering retrospect. They have 
been always toiling and building, but have 
succeeded in accumulating only a poor, mis- 
erable shack, wteh, perhaps, the ruins of a 
few dozen old shacks, the results of the toil 
of former years. 

Others, more careful of plan, build bét- 
ter, but, shortsighted in purpose, build upon 
the shifting sand of circumstance, and thus, 
for all their toil, produce nothing secure and 
permanent. It is a pernicious doctrine that 
circumstance makes a man’s fortune. Cir- 
cumstances have much to do with the for- 
‘tune of a successful man, not because they 
made his success, but because, with unify- 
ing purpose, wise planning, and plenty of 
well applied energy, he compelled his success 
out of his circumstances. 

Still others spend a whole lifetime of toil 
elaborating a one room house, just for them- 
selves—to die in.

Then, take a broad view of life, with its 
needs and opportunities and plan your work 
right from the start. Plan such a life work 
as God, whose you are, whether you ac- 
knowledge it or not, can be pleased with and 
can use in his own great plan for you and 
for the rest of mankind. 

First, let it be worthy of a man: let it 
include as its foundation, inspiration, and 
hope the person and example of that most 
wondertul of all manifestations of man, 
Jesus Christ, the son of God.

HE quickest way for a man to secure influence in 
politics is to identify himself with some party, take 
its nomination for office, fulfill the duties of any 
office to which he may be elected as well as the 
conditions permit, and look for the promotion which 
is about as certain to follow in politics as in any 
other business where a man accepts the rules of the 
game and plays it skillfully. ‘The disadvantage con- 
nected with this way of doing things is that such a 
man secures his influence at the sacrifice of his inde- 
pendence. He is in large measure bound by the 
platform of the party which nominated him to office. 
He is in some measure bound to mcquigece in 
changes in the position of that party, even’ where 
those changes may not meet his approval. He is 

obliged to lend his countenance to a system where party service 

jather than public service is made to constitute a claim for appointment to 
office or some other form of reward. 

Seeing the evil which results from this loss of independence some men 


gre inclined to go to the other extreme—to cut loose from party eaiataleiias° 


dons altogether, voting for the best measures and the best men without 
regard t0 the question which party supports them. Those who hold this 
yiew say that even a small minority of independent voters could force the 


; > 
regular party organizations to compete for their approval and thus compel 


thos» organizations to do better things for the country than would otherwise 
be probable. They point to the presidential election of 1884 ay’an instance 
where this result was actually accomplished. Such an independent vote is 
often a useful thing. Im municipal affairs it is now pretty generally recog- 
nized that a wise man shoula not Jet his choice of candidates be governed 
by their national party at.u.iations. 

But even at the best the exercise of this political independence is ac- 
companied by a loss of positive influence. The independent vote may win 
one election; it can rarely win two in succession. As American politics is 
conducted party organization seems absolutely necessary for the continuous 
carrying out of a defined policy from year to year, and even to the consist- 
ent execution of any set of measures by the administration and legiela- 
ture within the limit of a single year. We may not like this fact, but we 
cannot afford to ignore it. | ‘ 

I believe it is both possible and wise to take a middle ground between 
the theories of the extreme partisan on the one hand and those of the 
extreme independent on the other, and that he who takes this middle 
ground stands the best chance of combining the requisite amount of infiu- 
ence and independence to make his work a power for good. 

In taking this middle ground I should advise a man not to go into poli- 
tics until he had some independent means of support sufficient to keep him 
and his family from starvation upon which he could fall back if he were 


defeated for office or felt that he could not honorably accept office under 
the conditions imposed. If he has no inherited wealth it is well for him to 
get a sufficient start as a lawyer, or journalist, or business man to give him 
this necessary, minimum of self-support before becoming a candidate. 

This basis having been attained, I should advise him to connect himself 
with the party whose attitude on the whole most meets his view of what 
the country is going to need in the long run in the way of measures and 
men, When he is in full sympathy with what that party is doing he should 
identify himself with it as prominently as possible, When he thinks it is 
doing ly he should keep out of those offices where he will be forced to 
support measures which he disapproves. If the issue arises in advance he 
can decline the nomination; if it comes up unexpectedly when he is already 
in office he has a more difficult problem to decide, where he must balance 
conflicting claims of allegiance as well as he can—taking care never to 
sacrifice his conscience to temporary expediency. 

- The fact that he is able to go out of active politics for the time being, 
while mistakes are being made or wrongs being tolerated, leaves him more 
independent for the moment and stronger in the long run than if he were 
compelled to stay in office to keep his children from starving. If it happens 
that a man can find within the councils of his party a leader older than’ he 
isp and whom he trusts thoroughly and to whose fortunes he can attach 
himself, I believe it to be a good thing. The fact that this sort of attach- 
ment between a leader and followers is so often used for bad ends in Amer-

Hearn, in which he laid particular stress on what 
: he happily called the “impermanence of Japan.” 

This is also the keynote of many of the chapters 

ip a book by Mr. Douglas Sladen. The impermanence begins at the begin- 
aing; that is to say, at the house and the home. “A Japanese house,” 
grites Mr. Sladen, “is the simplest thing in the world.” It consists of a 
ost at each corner and a roof. The roof may, or may not, be covered with 
mormous purple tiles. Cross beams are added, not to support the roof, but 
ihe walls, which are made of paper, and slide down between the beams 
ind the platform, raised a foot above the ground, which does duty for a 
foor. A Japanese house is generally all on one floor. And in the daytime 
tis all one room if it is a smal! house. The number of rooms in it depends 
m the number of bedrooms the owner requires. They re divided for the 
pight by paper shutters fixed in grooves like the divisions of an old-fash- 


passage, and when you want a door you slide back the nearest panel, 
There are plenty of Japanese houses which, when secured for the night, 
would hardly stand a drunken man leaning against them. Some go as far 
as having windows made of glass, too, which is un-Japanese. The ordinary 
native is quite satisfied with the light that filters through paper. The 
Japanese love air; unless it is too cold or too wet the poor Jap takes down 
the whole front of his house in the daytime. If it is too sunny he hangs a 


big blue or brown curtain in front of it, like the sheet for a magic lantern, 


with a huge white ideogram taking the place of the picture. Am ideogram 
is a Chinese monogram.” y 

Let us not. laugh at, or even scorn, this simplicity of the Japanese 
house; it is, of course, the natural consequence of a climate where the 


“earthquake and ‘the typhoon are not unknown or even infrequent pheno- 


mena. An occasional earthquake, and not a formidable one, has had. the 
effect of making San Francisco and its surroundings a city largely of wood 
buildings. I remember being shown around his house in the country by 
Mr. Flood, one of the momentous group that found the Comstock mine 
and became in a few days the richest men in the United States. The house 
was a palace, and it had cost upwards of $1,000,000; but to me it always 
seemed little better than an enlarged and sumptuous doll’s house, because 
it was built, not of stone or brick, but of wood. Furthermore, this tininess 
and impermanence of the Japanese house, and of other things Japanese, 
are a part of the strength of the nation. No man has so few wants. 

They have no bread, no beds, no fires, no boots and shoes, no trousers 
for the men, no petticoats for the women; both sexes wear instead several 
dressing gowns, one over the other. In their houses they have ‘no windows,

T has been said that as reflection came to occupy 
a more and more prominent place in the mental 
habit of the mdividual, panic—which has been 
defined as a sudden “and baseless terror—would.

Civilization modifies the conditions of our existence, but it does not 

@iige the nature of the individual. Fear is due to an overexcitation 

“ie nerves, and most frequently has its origin in the dread of suffering; 

always will be conditional, therefore, on the physica] state of the dif- 

rent generations of individuals, according as that state carries with it 


greater or less ability to endure pain. The causes which determine fear 
vary, then, with different epochs, | 

Man in the early, ages possessed only the most primitive means for 
defending If against cold, heat, wild animals, and other men. To 
feel safe uhder such conditions seems to us to demand a courage and 
bravery almost superhuman. It is probable that he but rarely felt afraid, 
and that he became panic stricken only when, brought face to face with 
some inevitable danger or when he felt the claws of the wild beast tearing 
into his flesh. : 

Teday we are far removed from fear of heat, of cold, or of wild ani- 
mals. We have caps, coats, houses, and firearms. The most poverty 
stricken among us is infinitely better protected from all danger than was 
the most powerful ruler of ancient days. Neverthelese we possibly are 
become only the more fearful. How often in a train we hear a corpulent 
man shout: “Close that door. Don’t you feel the draft?” The tone is 
that of a person terrified by the sight of some great danger. 

Our own epoch is not content, however, with fearing illness alone; it 
fears life also. How many despairing individuals we find in every class! 
How many tragedies find their origin solely in the disgust felt for life 
itself! How many suicides are due to the dread of a struggle! And how 
many unfortunates there are who, feeling repugnance at this brutal man- 
ner of solving the problem, seek in another way to forget their sad fate.

The Japanese have no forks, or spoons, or 
tablecloths; they have no sheets, no wine glasses, no tumblers. 

And see one of-the results of this magnificent want of wants, if 1 may 
use the phrase. It is an essential source of military strength to our new 
ally; it enables ‘his armies to march preternaturally light, and in a case of 
blockade or a national disaster it would be almost impossible to starve him 
into surrender. 

In Japan, with all the inbre@ politeness and good feeling, woman still 
holds a place far from satisfactory in the ethics and life of the country. 
“In houses,” sums up the author on this side of Japanese life, “ which are 
uncorrupted by foreign influences, a woman of whatever class is only a 
servant, unless her husband chooses otherwise. She is expected to wait on 
him; brush and mend his clothes, only speak when she is spoken to, and 
always give place aux hommes. If is she who slides back the shutter for 
him to pass through, and she is expected to walk a pace or two behind 
him, even when there is plenty of room for them to go side by side.”

And forgetfulmess in the majority of cases is found in the laboring classes 
in inebriety. Wine has long sufficed to calm unrest, to revive sunken 
courage, and to give hope to those who lacked it.

Accustomed little by little to endure less and less of fatigue and to 
make no exertion whatevér (for in our cities, with their abundant means 


of transportation, walking has become unnecessary), weakened by the ™ 


warmed and vitiated atmosphere produced by our artificial heating, our 
physiques are no longer able to endure a rigorous climate. In so far as 
their means permit, the inhabitants of the colder countries seek the tem- 
perate regions, and those of the temperate regions journey to those still

-and boasted of the large sums they lost playing roulette at Monte Carlo.

Two years ago Henri Fournier pemarked that if the 
tendency toward increasing horse power went any further 
a man would take his life in his hands every time he 
speeded a car.

Rivals Circus Horse in Tricks. 


From shine trick driving is only a step in the evolu- 
tion ef the autofhobile. One of the most proficient of these 
trick drivers is Jack Worth, an American amateur driver, 

who is able to put his machine through as many elaborate 
perfommances as any circus horse might hope to attain. 

A difficult,trick, and one that is an excellent test of abil- 
ity, is to drive an automobile on a see-saw. This see-saw is 
made of heavy pieces of timber, is about fifty feet long and 
eight feet wide, and has the center about six feet from the

he will not get a hearing. No matter how 
good his proposition is he will not get a 
ehance to present it unless he possesses a 
pleasing personality. The reason is a simple 
ané natural one. It would be impossible to 
give & hearing to half the people who ap- 
me with schemes, therefore as I 
must reject the great majority of projects 

d me I reject without a hearing all 

snose that are not represented by people 
‘q@ho have an agreeable manner and good ad- 
gress. I take it for granted that a first class 
; tion will be represented by a first 
man, and vice versa.” 


Most Important in Choosing Help. 
importance of a pleasing personality 
oe business world is especially insisted 
upon by men who every year pass upon the 
usefulness or worthlessness of thousands of 
men and women who apply for positions as 
le in the great mercantile estab- 
ents of the city. A man who hires all 
the salespeople for one of the largest retail 
stores in Chicago says: ‘ While the routine 
of application is in every case strictly ad- 
hered to, the fact remains that the most im- 
t element in an applicant’s chance for 
trial is his personality.” 

What are those points in an applicant’s 
nality which are considered most sig- 
nificant to a man of long experience in such 
a position? Cleanliness and neatness of per- 
gon and apparel is the first point noted in 
fayor of any applicant. The man or boy with 
eoat urfdrushed, trousers baggy, collar 
frayed, or tie mussed, or shoes unpolished 
places himself outside the possibility of 
suecess. The girl with holes in her gloves, 
ora rip in her jacket, or with the braid trail- 
ing from her skirt, or with her belt careless- 
ly adjusted need not expect to be considered. 
Neither will that girl have a chance whose 
hair is untidy or whose face shows traces 
of powder or rouge. A girl runs a big risk 
who applies for a position while wearing a 
jarge and loppy pompadour, or an enormous 
hat loaded with plumes, or conspicuous 
jewelry or ornaments of any kind.

When a man could secure a dinner and a drink for 5 cents he naturally pre- 
ferred it to.a dinner without a drink for 15. And so it is that free lunches in the district

pours in and out to be filled and refilled that their contents may satisfy the thirsty throats 
of the many who have purchased their Gry lunches from the venders and lunch wagon 
dealers or hav> carried them from home.

A M odern J onah Gobbled 


This story is now recalled by old residents 
of Honesdale as follows: 

The whaling ship Arabella sailed from Sag 
Harbor Aug. 56, 1847, on one of its cruises. 
Jonathan Salmon, who, with his brother 
James, had left Honesdale to become whai- 
ers some years before, was its second mate, 
bis brother being one of the crew. The 
Arabella fell in with a school of sperm 
whales off the southwest coast of South 
America Dec. 5 following. The boats of the 
Arabella had killed three out of the school 
when, Dec. 8, the boat-eemmanded by Second 
Mate Salmon started in pursuit of a fourth. 

Swallowed by the Whale. 


The boat got close enough to the whale for 
the harpooner to launch his weapon success- 
fully at it, but before the crew could pull 
away the wounded monster struck the boat 

“an upward blow with its fluke. The boat: 
was lifted out of the water several feet; so 
high, in fact, that it turned completely over 
in the air. The men dropped from it into the 
water. Mate Salmon fell near the furious 
whale, still retaining his oar in his hands. 

The whale rushed upon him, its tremendous 
jaws wide open, and engulfed both Salmon 
and his oar within them. It was the oar that 
saved Salmon from instant death, for it 
stuck out on each side of the whale’s jaws 
so far back toward the hinges of the jaw 


E death of James B. Salmon, aged 82, 
for more than fifty years an engineer 
in the employ of the Erie railroad, and 
believed to be the last survivor of the 
whaling crews that sixty years ago

Many Words Need ‘Only Approval 
of Refined Women to Be-.

ROM the trite question, “ What is in 
@ name?’ it begins to look as if the 
public were recognizing what there 
is in a mere word of any kind, whether 
it be noun, verb, adjective, or ad- 
verb. As an example, the word *“ stunt,” 
which has been knocking vicariously at the 
door of the English language in the United 
States, has been welcomed at last by 4 no 
less conservative authority than Dean 
Martha Foote Crow of Northwestern uni- 
versity.

The word as it has been 
simply is a corruption of the good 
old word “stint” as it once applied to the 
apportioning of one’s measure of work, for 
instance. Doing his stint” was a phrase 
that once was rich and ripe in meaning, but 
in common with some other words in the 
Janguage the construction and pronuncia- 
‘tion of the word “ stint” made it ineffectual. 
“ Stunt’? had double the force, just as in the 
{d@iomatic use of English, the corruption 
“ @ent"’ was more significant than was the 
dint ’—meaning to mark a substance 
by a blow, or the mam in some substance 
blow. 
ess Gives New Life. 
To the modern ear, which in late years 
“has shown a preference for something more 
than the smooth Latin derivatives of 
Ne English language, the old phrase, tem- 
' pered into “ doing his stunt,” has taken a 
new lease of life because of:its corruption, 
9 with the growing acceptance of the 
word it may be‘taken for granted that some 
‘other words that are just’at the doorway 
‘of good and accepted ‘English in the United 
States will be ushered into speech and print 
in time for the next revisions of the stand- 
dictionaries. 

e of the important words that: glready 
may be considered as accepted is the adverb 
“manywhere.” It may be ‘wondered at. 
even, that the language 60 long has done 
without the word in its plain, direct bearing. 

“ Anywhere,” in its untrammeled measure 
with everywhere,” and * somewhere with 
itg sharp limitations had left a distinct void 
in the language which only “‘ manywhere ” 
coulda approach to filling. Considered in the 
needs of ordinary speech of every day, the 
‘word must filla wantin the language. It has 
mo touch of the slang chaacteristic and its 
derivation can be traced without the aidofa 

exico her. 

For of .the words that seem to be 
«lamoring for accredited place in good Eng- 
tieh- this. trace of slang may. be said to have 
stained them. At the same timre slang origin 
may be forgotten easily in the interest of a 
word: that shall lend force and color to the 
language. For instance, there is “‘ grouch 
as.a noun and its adjective and adverbial 

uses. The “man with a grouch” has be- 
come as clear to the public eye as if he were 
painted, while to be “ grouchy ”’ is a condi-* 


tion that is unmistakable; it refers to the |. 


person who without known cause to any one 
ic in am ugly humor prompting him to vent 
‘his displeasure right and left without provo- 
cation. 

Sharp Contrasts More Concise. 

For a long time a * hit,’”’ or something 
* making a hit,” has been clear enough to 
the public and delightful in its brevity and 
conciseness, Its origin may have been in the 
relation of the word to the phrase " he was 
struck "’—with ‘an idea, perhaps. From the 
two words “hit” and “struck” the origin

In this 
ene word the interested manager may get 
the suggestion of unresponsiveness in the 
house, a glimpse of a material.feeling 
egainst play and.players, a wide possibility 
in the lack of box office returns, and may 
fina in it a presaging something pointing 
to a rehabilitating of the play altogether. 
from the acceptance of the word “ Kick- 
et,” the adoption of the word “ knocker ”’ 
ghould be easy. “‘ Kicking” at the actions 
of a man, for instance, had to be differentiat- 
ef from the disposition of the person who 
might go over the head of the individual 
and seek to vilify him, or traduce him, with 
the hope of supplanting him. “ Kicking” 
and “knocking” cannot be confounded, 
thanks to the framers of slang. And, as to 
slang, here is a Chicago story in defense 

«f the public’s recognition of the words ‘in 
that category: 

oy Fitness a Matter of Use. 

-A purist was expressing himself on the 
general subject of slang words and phrases. 
He thought something should be done toward 
the authoritative “ fixing ’’ of the language. 
As expressive of his disgust with the spirit 
of the times be exclaimed: ‘“ Now, look at 
that word ‘monkey ’—disgusting to me!” 

* But,” interrupted the friend, ‘‘ how about 
* the word ‘ape’? That is good enough for 
you, but it was slang only a little while 
ago. ‘To ape the fashions’ might have been 
just as distasteful to you halfa century ago 
as * to monkey with the buzzsaw'’ is distaste- 
ful to now.” 

On this basis, who shall quarrel with the 
vises of the word “stiff,” for instance? As 

_ & Man type, everybody recognizes him ata 
glance, and as differentiating another type 
that is as plainly recognizable, we have the 
word “slob.” Each word is unique. The 
man who merits the term “stiff’’ as de- 
scriptive of himself has earned this title for 
inefficiency just as fully in one way as the 
“slob’’ may have earned his title in an- 
other. Expressive of inefficiency asa state 
of being, the two words are synonymous; as 
descriptive of two types of men the world 
cannot afford to lose them to the language. 

Perhaps the supreme test of the gracious- 
ness and eligibility of a new word of slang 
origin is to hear it from the lips of a refined 
woman. As Dean Martha Foote Crow has 
accepted “ stunt,” so she might make verbal 
test of other words which may be even more 
needful for the free expression of English 
thought. Here, too, isa field for the women's 
clubs of the country, whose common goal |s 
the general betterment of things. For it 
must be recognized that with the movement 
of knowledge the language must be fed in 
order that it shall be kept alive.

‘ansactions, an increase of 110 per cent in seven years. 


Chicago Rapidly Overhauling New York. 

At euch a rate it is unmistakable to observe that from its 
geographical position the Chicago subtreasury needs only the 
“patier of a few years in which to overhaul the business of 
the New York institution. It was not tjll 1879 that the busi- 
gees of the Chicago subtreasury reached close to $72,000,000; 
in 1809 it had exceeded $400,000,000; and in the last fiscal year 
i semained for it to approach close to the $600,000,000 mark. 

In these figures from the report of the treasurer of the 
Maited States only one of the nine other subtreasuries of the 
Tinited States outside of New York approaches the business 
ef the Chicago station.

Clearing House Membership Increases Receipis. 

Last July the Chicago subtreasury became a member of 
the Chicago Clearing House association, bringing it up to 
date as a banking institution and making some changes in 
the old routine. Ip the matter of receipts of postal accounts, 
for instance, thére was an increase last year of $11,980,418 
dependent upon this entering the clearing house. This is an 
increase in postal receipts of more than 90 per cent—an 
increase following the acceptability of bank drafts as postal 
remittances, but which at the same time has increased the 
correspondence work of the subtreasury officials several 
times ‘over. The time was when a postmaster in his monthly 
or quarterly accountings had either to send his remittances 
to the postoffice department by registered mail or go to the 
bank in his town and arrange for it to deposit with.the 
bank’s correspondent in Chicago the amount of the remittance 
to the credit of the Chicago subtreasury, the Chicago bank 
making the transfer to the window of the subtreasury. | 

Now, as a member of the Chicago clearing house, the 
postmaster goes to his bank, buys a draft on Chicago, and 
makes his remittance to the subtreasury direct. But some 
of the troubles of the subtreasury officials come from this 
innovation in governmental red tape. The postmaster, new 
to the plan, may insist in sending New York exchange, which 
is not acceptable. He may insist in indorsing his draft as an 
individual citizen rather than as\postmaster under bond to 
the United States government. Sometimes, indeed, he may 
go so far as to send in his personal check in lieu of the 
draft that is exacted under the clearing house rules of the 
subtreasury. All of which has made a good deal of unneces- 
sary and troublesome correspondence for the subtreasury 
officials in the last six or seven months. 

Since the subtreasury became a member of the clearing 
house in Chicago it has extended to the banks a courtesy 
that before was impossible. When in the order of business 
a bank brings over to the institution a lot of coin or bills 
for redemption the subtreasury takes the count of the bank 
making the deposit and issues it a draft on the face of the 
deposit and count,’ with the bank agreeing to abide by the 
sorting of the clerks in the. subtreasury, accepting possible 
shortages in ‘the count or in the discovery of counterfeits, 
and on the other hand looking to the subtreasury to give 
credits if the count has been under the mark. * 


Length of Day’s Work Indefinite. 

As the business of the Chicago institution has grown it 
has come about that the average of forty employés of the 
subtreasury have a fixed hour for opening the day’s work, 
but the hour for closing must be left to chance and the 
exactions of the individual day. While the silver that comes 
in for redemption, and sorting, and shipping is in larger 
amounts than come to any of the eastern subtreasuries, the 
increase in the use of the $1 and $2 notes in Chicago terri- 
tory in the last few years has made the work of passing 
upon bills much harder. A bijl that comes into the sub- 
treasury only slightly stained is taken out of circulation; 
if it be dirty, or torn, or rumpled unduly, it has to be passed 
upon, its genuineness assured, and the count of the bank 
passing it in certified or discredited. At this season of the 
year $250,000 a day may be handled in all kinds of moneys, 
and only last week the Chicago subtreasury shipped to the 
mint at Philadelphia $500,000 in sflver dollars, made into. 
five consignments, each weighing 6,000 pounds avoirdupois—a 
good two horse load for the express wagons that took the 
shipment out. 

“With this growth of the business of the subtreasury in 
Chicago the question of room has cut a figure until the offi- 
cials have had to ask of banks everywhere that.they give 
notice of coming shipments of mutilated coin and bills. In 
the one vault in the Rand-McNally building at the present 
time are 180 tons of coin—gold, silver, nickel, and copper—and 
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in addition piles and piles of worn and mutilated bills await 
ing the opportunity for the crowded office force to cateh up 


‘with the sorting and count. 


| | 
Whole Northwest Dumps Money Here. 


One of the uncertainties of the Chicago subtreasury lies 
in the lack of recognition of just what is territory contiguous 
to it. There are tem of these depositories of government 
moneys, including the treasury at Washington. The nine 
others are at Boston, Baitimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, New Orleans, and San Fran- 
cisco, When a bank, or individual, or corporation in\the Ifne 
of business needs to send money for redemption to one of 
these subtreasuries ft Is supposed to send to the one nearest 
its shipping place in direct line. But it doesn’t always come 
that way, and from the Chicago sulitreasury much of the 
business for Washington, Oregon, Idaho, and Montana is 
done, though the San Francisco subtreasury is much nearer 
by geographical measurements. 

For these reasons occasionally there is a disposition on 
the part of shippers into the Chicago office at times to dump 
money beyond the capacity of the vaults and far beyond the 
capacity of the clerks working over time to keep it out of 
the way. Thus it is exacted of banks in general to give 
notice of shipments in order that the department officials 
may indicate the amounts possible of receiving and the time 
at which they may be taken in, The other day, for instance, 
a Minneapolis bank gave notice of $50,000 In silver which it 
wished redeemed, and owing to the crowded condition of the 
vaults it was told the money must be shipped in five install- 
ments of $10,000 each and twenty-four hours apart. 


| 
Carefully Store $30,000,000 in Gold, 


One of the sights of the subtreasury at the present time 
is the $31,219,014.92 in current and uncurrent gold coin, sealed 
in bags in the vault, with $5,000 In a bag. Most of these 
coins are in the denomination of $20, and in the counting of 
this gold, its sacking and storing away under count, and the 
sealing beyond any possibility of tampering with the contents 
of the bag, one gets an idea of the most painstaking work in 
the subtreasury. Every piece of this 0g Nae been weigh 
and when a piece is found that has lost by abrasion bey 
the one-half of 1 per cent of its original weight it is cast aside 
for reminting. . 

One of the United States institutions in Chicago that will 
feel keenest the satisfaction of at last moving into the com- 
pleted new federal building will be the subtreasury. Whether 
the department will have need for room for more than its 
present force of forty employés, as compared to the 130 men 
in the New York office, is something resting with the liberality 
of the national administration at Washington. But if the 
working foree shall continue to be overloaded with work, as 
it has been in the past, it will be an assurance at least for it 
to feel that it has plenty of vault room in case of swamping 
shipments from the four points of the compass.

Who tee a Work of Art? 


HE. controversy over the question as 
to who really owns a work of art, the 
| purchaser or the artist. has arisen 
over the statue of Joan of Are at 
Paris. It is by Fremiet and stands in the 
Rue des Pyramides. . Listening to the street 
critics, he decided that they were right in 
calling the horse too big and clumsy for the 
slender maid astride. The digging of the 
underground rafiroad made’‘it necessary to 
remeve the statue to his studio. When re- 
placed it was a different statue. And the 
dissatisfied are now clamoring for the old 
one... They declare*that, having given it to 
the public, it was the public’s and not his. 
It has been legally decided that the owner 
of a work of artean make no change in it 
without the. artist's permission. Can an 
artist do so without the owner's permission? 
It would hardly seem so on the old principle 
af the goose, the gander, and the sauce. In 
me case of public ownership there would 
be the practical difficulty of taking a vote, 
for there would be as many critics as voters 
might want ae? 


USSELL STURGIS has written a book 
entitled How to Judge Architecture.”’ 
R If he is right about it, his treatise is like 
one on how to tell snakes in Ireland. 
“Thére are no authorities at all,”’ he says.

LESSON NO. 154—Yeast. . 
N a previous article quoted from one of the 
Farmer’s Bulletins, published by the 
| government, the subject of fermentation 
was given, to be followed by one on 
“ Yeast and Its Substitutes.” 

The Object .of quoétitig from these bulletins 
is to familiarize the readers With the valuable 
work done by the government and to present 
the subject In a scientific way. ‘* Yeast and 
Its Substitutes ” will be quoted in this lesson. 
Some of these bulletins are free and may be 
had by applying to the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington; others have a nominal 
eharge of 5, 10, or 15 cents. oe 


The yeast, “ working” in the warm water 
and flour, feeds on sugar originally present 
or else produced from the starch by diatase, 
grows and spreads throughout the dough, at 
the same time giving off carbon dioxid gas, 
which forces its way between the tenacious 
particles of gluten and lightens the dough. 

Scientifically speaking, yeast is a minute 
fungus of the genus saccharomyces. A 
single plant is a round or oval one- 
celled, microscopic body, which  repro- 
duces in two ways —either by sending 
out buds which break off as new 
plants, or by. forming spores which will grow 
into new plants under favorable conditions. 
It grows only in the presence of moisture, 
heat, and nutritive material. If the moisture 
is not abundant the surrounding substances 
absorb that which already exists in the yeast 
cells and 80 prevent them from performing 
their functions. Yeast develops best at a 
temperature of 77°-05° F. (25°-35° C.). Yeast 
uses up sugar in its growth. It is also be- 
Weved that some nitrogen is necessary for 
the best development of yeast, and that such 
~ development is most complete in the pres- 

ence of free oxygen, but why these things are 
go is not yet clearly understood. 


Yeast is literally as old as the hills. It must 
bé present in the atmosphere, for if a dish of 
malt extract, originally free from yeast, be 
exposed to the air, alcoholic fermentation, 
guch as could be produced only by yeast, will 
goon set in. Such yeast is known as “ wild 
' -yeast,”’ and all our yeasts have been cultivat- 

ed from it. The oldest method of growing 
yeast is perhaps that used by the Egyptians. 
A little wild yeast was obtained and set in 
dough, a portion of which was saved from 
the baking: there it went on developing as 
gong as materials held out, and thus the bit 
of dough or “‘leaven” contained so much 
yeast that a little of it would leaven ‘the 
whole loaf. It was such leaven as this which 
the Israelites had not time to put into their 
bread when they were brought out of the 
land of Egypt. 
A microscopical examination was recent- 
ly made of some bread over 4,400 years old, 
found in Bgeypt, with ether remains ofa long 
-“vanished people. It was made of ground 
barley, and the yeast cells were plainly visi- 
ble. A similar process of raising bread with 


‘ noteworthy attempts were made about fifty 


ate of soda and potassium chlorid. When 


“leaven ” is still edrried on in some regions 
of Europe. The “ wet” or “ potato yeast,’ 
so common in this country before the days of 
patent yeast, was made by a similar method. 
Wild yeast was cultivated in a decoction of 

s or potato and water, and some of the 
material thus obtained was mixed with the 
dough. The “ barms ” so much used in Scot- 
land are made by letting yeast grow in malt 
extract and flour. 

Brewers’ and distillers’ yeasts are taken 
from the vats in which malt extract has been 
fermenting. Compressed yeasts are made by 
growing yeast plants in some sweet liquid, 
then drying the material to check their 
growth, and pressing it; sometimes a little 
starch is added to make the little cakes keep 
their shape. The strength of any yeast de- 
pends on the care with which it is made and 
preserved. Ordinary brewers’ yeasts are 
likely to be full of the bacteria which set up 
lactic or other fermentations in the bread 
and give it a disagreeable taste and odor. 
They are susceptible to changes in the weath- 
er, and cannot always be relied on. Com- 
pressed yeasts, if carefully made, are more 
uniform in strength and composition. Usual- 
ly a few of the microscopic plants or bacteria 
other than yeast are allo-ved to remain, as the 
slight acid taste they give to the bread is 
considered an advantage. 

Partly because yeast is uncertain in its 
workings, partly, too, because it uses up 
some of the nutritive ingredients of the 
bread by feeding upon them, attempts have 
been made to find some substitute for it. 
Various chemicals have been used to produce 
carbon dioxid gas in the dough. The first 


years ago at Harvard university and in Ger- 
many. Yeast powder, as the American 
preparation was called, was a mixture of 
an acid and an alkaline powder—the former 
calcium phosphate and the latter bicarbon- 


duly mixed with the dough these were sup- 
posed to give off carbon dioxid as effectiveiy 
as yeast. Numerous baking powders made 
from various chemicals are in the market 
now. 

The self-raising flour used in the United 
States army is a flour ready mixed with such 
a preparation. The chief objections to such 
yeast substitutes are that unless carefully 
prepared they may be inefficient or harm- 
ful, that they are easily adulterated, and 
that bread made from them is usually quite 
tasteless, lacking the flavor and aroma which 
good yeast imparts. Soda, cream of tartar, 
or saleratus biscuits are made on the same 
principle, but with less powerful leavening 
agents. 

The so-called “salt rising” bread,is in- 
teresting as an illustration of self-raised + 
bread. In it the ferments originally present 
or acquired from the air produce the fer- 
mentation which leavens it. Such bread is 
quite free from acidity, as the presence of 
the salt prevents undesirable fermentation.

Conviction for this offense is pun- 
ishable by a fine with the alternative of 
-expuision from the ring and subsequent 
blaeklisting. ‘ 

Says He Is on Blacklist. | 

. Moore deciares hé has been on the b 
list several months on aecount of differences 
with members of the ring. The supply men 
edmit they have an organization, but assért 
that it is-a legitimate credit association. 
They say that they are willing’ to sell to 
Moore or to any other dealer in goud stand- 
The latter, however, asserts that the 
biacklisting, even of a.dealer who offers to 

cath, is made effective. 

“ When I go to Wolft’s or the Federal com- 
pany,” said Moore, ‘‘ and ask for supplies, 
for which I agree to pay cash, my order is 
taken, but I am informed that * the house is 
behind on its orders and cannot supply the 
goods for ninety days.’ Of course, the goods 
will be of no use to mein ninety days, and 1 
am blacklisted as effectually as if they re- 
fused point blank to sell to me. They say 
they are behind on their orders, yet all the 
vime they have agents out drumming up more 
trade. The dealers who ‘stand in’ get their 
goods on the spot.” 


Difficult for Outsiders. 


Montgomery Ward, Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
and the Chicago House Wrecking company 
are said to be the three largest concerns 
‘outside of the plumbing combine, and even 
these firms have difficulty in securing sup- 


ples. They are compelled to buy wherever 


they can pick up a consignment from some 
manufacturer not in the combine. 


TREATY BORN IN CHICAGO 
MAY AFFECT TWO NATIONS. 


Movement Is Launched at Meeting at 
Northwestern University to Further 
Arbitration Agreement with England 


At a secret meeting in the law department 
of the Northwestern University yesterday 
afternoon, attended by thirty attorneys, 
there was born an arbitration treaty between 
the United States and England. 

The treaty—when it is ratified—will provide 
for the organization of a tribunal or court 
to decide all controversies involving the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Another meeting will be held next Satur- 
day, when detailed plans will be eubmitted. 
Sir Thomas Barclay the English jurist and 
diplomat, is prepared to lend his assistance. 
lie was instrumental in securing the adop- 
“ion of a treaty along the same lines between 
‘France and England. 

An arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain was defeated in 
congress by a narrow margin of votes in 1897. 

“ We are much encouraged by the energy 
and determination manifested at the meet- 
ing.” said C. C. Hyde, professor of interna- 
tional law, who presided. “The meeting 
was only preliminary.

SION IN MERGER SUIT. 


James J. Hill Will Make thé Erie the 
Holdteg Company, It Is Said, if 
Northern Securities Loses Right to 
Exist<Close Traffic Alliance to Be 
Formed Also with the Moore and 
Harriman Systems, Using Alton as 
Connecting Link. 


There is scarcely a doubt that if the Su- 
preme court decision in the Northern Securi- 
ties case should be unfavorable to James J. 
Hill, the Erie will be made the holding com- 
pany for the Bill roads and a close traffic al- 
Hahee is to be formed with the Moore and 
Harriman systems. 

The proposed combination between the Hill, 
Hartriman, and Moore Interests would consti- 
tute one of the strongest and most sweeping 
traffic agreements in the country. It would 
Wipe out competition between the railroads 
controlled by those powerful! interests as com- 
pletely as ff they were held by securities 


companies. 

Mr. Harriman, it is said, has recognized for 
some time that something had to be done to 
make the Chicago and Alton a better paying 
property. The road, it is said, has reached 
the limit of its earning capacity without hav- 
ing reached such a state of prosperity as to 
be able to earn dividends on the common 
stock. An immense amount of money has 
been spent out of earnings to put the property 
in condition to handle much heavier traffic 
than it has received this year, and there has 
been much curiosity to know where Mr. Har- 
riman expected to find the traffic to justify 
these expenditures. 

Many Roads to Use Alton Tracks. 

The latest developments seem to answer 
those criticisms. The tracks of the Alton 
are to be used jointly by all the lines in 
which the Moores, Harriman, and Hil) are 
interested. The railroads, It is said, would 
simply obtain the right to run their trains 
over the Chicago and Alton, paying that road 
a percentage of the gross receipts. 

The Erie is said to have become a party 
to the arrangement, because such a connec- 
tion will allow its trains to run through 
to St. Louls and Kansas and get additiona) 
mileage on traffic received at the latter 
points from the Union Pacific than if it re- 
ceived the freight at Chicago. 

To the Rock Island the new alliance also 
will prove of considerable value. The Erie 
has no connections west of Chicago and the 
Rock Isiand has no eastern connection be- 
tween Kansas City and Chicago. It will 
strengthen the position of both roads and 
add greatly to the strategic importance of 
the Alton. 

Winnipeg and Gulf. 

Work is to begin shortly in Nebraska on the 
Winnipeg, Yankton and Gulf railroad, which 
is to run from a point near Lake Winnipeg 
down through the Mississipp! valley to a port 
on the gulf of Mexico. Surveys from Yank- 
ton north will be made, to be followed by a 
survey to the gulf. 

Although the route of the new road has not 
yet been definitely located, it is probable that 
its northern terminus will be at Winnipeg. 
It will pass through the eastern parts of 
South Dakota and Nebraska. It fs believed 
that Galveston will be selected for a termi- 
nus. 


SENDS WORDS BY WIRELESS 
FhOM CHICAGO TO ST.LOUIS. 


George 8. Piggott Announces Successful 
Test of His Apparatus, Which Does 
Not Require the Use of Poles. 


George 8. Piggott, who a year ago invented 


apparatus for wireless telegraphy, an- 
nounced yesterday that he had just com- 
pleted a successful test of be- 


tween Chicago and St. Louis. 

The transmitting instrument was in the 
inventor's residence, 260 Garfield avenue. 
and the receiver was in the house of R. M. 
Gillispie, 1346 Aubert avenue, St. Louis. 
The signals sent from Chicago by Mr. Pig- 
gott’s mother were declared to have been 
received constantly for a half hour. Mr. 
Piggott, who wasin St. Louis, asserted that 
the Morse letters were sounded strongly and 
distinctly. 

The apparatus differs from the Marconi 
system in that it does not require the use 
of poles at either extremity. The instru- 
ments are combinations of static electric 
generators and telegraph sounders.

As one of the 
people, it seems to me that the emissary will re- 
port, if he really learns the sentiment of the men 
who cast the ballots, that the people do not care 
much which gentleman actually holds the office 
of president, because the president has little to do 
with the making of the laws that directly affect the 
well being of the ordinary man. The people have 
learned that, on most questions in which they 
are interested, there is perfect accord between Mr. 
Roosevelt and the senatorial law making forces 
in Washington. The real question is: Will the 
people indorse the administration of the party as a 
law making force. If they wil) not, it makes little 
difference whether the candidate be Mr. Roosevelt 
or Mr. Hanna. The disaffection among the people 
is not with President Roosevelt as a person; they 
like his personality. They are disaffected with him 
as the central, active, and visible force of the un- 
seen governing body in Washington, which really 
controls our legisiati destiny. 

They are, to be exact, Gisaffected with the forces 
that sent Senator Allison to Io to stifie the 
“ Iowa idea’ and to command Gov. Cummins to 
keep still. They object to the body that says the 
congress shall not consider the tariff question, and 
that says they must “etand pat.”’ What differ- 
ence whether President Roosevelt says they must 
‘stand pat’* or whether President Hanna says 
it? What they object to is the * stand pat."’ The 
statement is honest enough. It Is too true, both as 
a review of the past and a promise of the future. 

One candidate says the steel trust is selling 
steel in Canada at $22 per ton that it asks $28 for 
in the United States. There are Iots of republicans 
who want to know what our party proposes to do 
with this fact. If the answer is “‘ stand pat,’’ then 
the man who is more concerned with this fact 
than he is interested in the person who acts as 
president will vote for relief and not for the man. 

These facts seem to be making their way through 
the minds of the people. The tariff was placed at 
its present rate to encourage infant industries. It 
made excessive profits possible and so encouraged 
many persons to risk their capital in the protected 
industries. These excessive profits were not in- 
jJurious because their éxcess encouraged many 
others to embark in these industries, and so pro- 
duced a competition that, in spite of the tariff, reg- 


the ordinary laws of trade. But these protected in- 
dustries presently saw that by combination they 
could destroy the price regulating competition and 
fix the price of their products at a small per cent 
under the cost of the imported article plus the 
tariff, and hence we have the trust, the object of 
which is to stifle competition and hold prices at 
just enough under the cost of the foreign article 
plus the tariff to keep the foreign article out of the 
market. And yet the statement is, “ We shall 
stand pat,”’ and all men enjoying the benefits of 
the tariff say amen. But how about the other 
men? They find the cost of living hag advanced 
far more rapidly than their salaries. The work. 
ingman and the mechanic find that only tn the 
centers of trades unionism have thelf wages in- 
creased, and then either through strikes or the fear 
of them. The great voting and thinking class, 
however, find their incomes have not increased 
and their living expenses have. They see the le- 
gitimate products of the system in Carnegie, Rock- 
efeller, Morgan, Rogers, Aldrich, and others in the 
great host of millionaires, and they ask themselves 
the question shall we continue to vote for them or 
for ourselves? 

The republican party saw this at the first Mc- 
Kinley convention, when it promised a tariff re- 
form. The promise was repeated identically in 
the second McKinley convention, and* neither 
promise was kept. To repeat it again will insult 
the credulity of the people. To again promise a 
“reform of the tariff by its friends,”” when its 
friends have just refused to reform it, is again to 
insult the people. The only consistent thing to do 
is to say: ** We will stand pat.’’ In my judgment, 
the people will not accept this, nor will they again 
accept a platform promise. Political salvation re- 
quires that this congress show that the friends of 
the tariff will reform it by reducing it upon all 
articles controlled or the prices of which are in- 
fluenced by trusts, as steel, coal, petroleum, lum- 
ber, glass, cement, paper, etc.; or, it seems to me 
the emissary should carry back word that the 
danger of the middie west going democratic can 
only be averted by @ mistaken nomination by the 
democrats.

He took up a long handled instrument that had on its end 
a brush shaped like a chestnut~burr. 

“Do you see,” he said, “‘ how, when I press the handle, a 
spring causes the burr shaped brush to revolve? Well, this 
is an equine tooth brush and it is a fine thing. Watch it 
work.”’ 

He dipped the brush im a whife powder and applied it to 
the horse’s teeth, pressing the hapdle so as to keep the 
bristles revolving with great velocity. The effect was swift 
and cremarkable. The yellow teeth, as the whizzing brush 
passed over them, grew clean and bright. At the end of ten 
minutes the horse’s mouth looked as well kept as a girl's. — 

“Every few months a horse’s teeth should be attended 
to,”’ the operator said. ‘‘ Sometimes they need cutting. some- 
timer they need filling, sometimes they only need to be 
cleaned. If they are not looked after regularly the horse 
gets a sore mouth and stops eating, for a horse, unlike a man, 
won't eat if it hurts him to chew:” 7 


Learning How fo Stand. 


The operator then described the process of teaching a 
horse certain ways of standing and certain gaits. 

*‘You know how a horse should stand?” he said. “‘The fore- 
legs planted firmly, apart and forward? Well, we teach this 
attitude with the whip. I don’t mean by beating—I mean by 
touching. The whole thing is accomplished by setting the 
horse’s feet in the proper position, then moving him a bit, 
and, when he stops, touching his legs with the whip till they 
fall into the proper position again. It is a simnlé matter, but 
it requires a good deal of patience. 

“Among gaits the most difficult to teach is high stepping. 
This is done sometimes with the whip and sometimes with 
the spectacle hood. The spectacle hood is employed in the 
case of stupid horses. It consists.of a hood with lenses cov- 
ering the eyes. These lenses make the ground seem near to 
the horse—make it seem almost up to his knees—and in order 
to advance he raises his feet high, for at each stride it seems 
to him as though he were going over a step. Wearing this 
hood for a few months he acquires the habit of throwing his 
forelegs up and out, and after the hood is taken off him he 
still sticks to the high stepping gait. 

“ But the favorite way to teach high stepping is with the 
whip. The horse acquires, one at a time, three movements 
or positions. First is the position of the leg up and stiff: 
second, the leg out, up, and bent at the knee; third, the leg 
up and bent at the fetlock. These three movements, whicn 
we teach with gentle taps of the whip, compose high stepping, 
and after a horse has learned them he is a high stepper.”

F you want to be young and do not know ex- 
actly how to go to work at it, juet try the 
latest Berlin fad. 

In Germany they have a way of restoring 
lost beauty. Faded society women, whose 
complexion is like ashes, go there and come 
home all peaches and cream. And women 
whose eyes are encircled with rings and whose 
mouths are drooping, go to Berlin for six weeks and come 
back as engaging as a débutante. 

A well kept society skin never grows old. It continues, 
if not as blooming as that of a girl, certainly as free from 
wrinkles and, in some lights, just as fregh. It never grows 
sallow or gray. 

This lovely state of affairs continues past youth into mid- 
die age and past middle age into old age. In fact, a woman 
may be so well preserved that at 70 her skin {s nice to look 
upon. 

But it takes the hand of a real expert to keep her in this 
condition. It is not done by neglect, nor by allowing care- 
sessness to run riot. It means hours and hours of skin fresh- 
But the society woman of 70 will tell you that it was 
well worth while. 

The domestic woman, on the other hand, does not, as a 
rule, preserve her complexion. It begins to go at 30 and at 
40 it is ail gone. At 50 there are bags under the eyes. And 
at 60 none, outside of her own family, would think of calling 
her pretty.

Pivotal Massage a Sure Wrinkle Remover. 


For the woman who wants to do likewise there is nothing 
equal to the pivotal massage which, if rightly managed, ab- 
solutely strokes the lines out of the face. This system of 
massage was practiced in Berlin upon the faded faces of 
London and American women with such fine results that it 
has been adopted generally as the best of all massage 
methods. 

The principle is that of a regular rotary motion, mot a 
haphazard one. And the fingers, in making the passes, are 
guided by the thumbs, wheh serve as a pivot. 

No sort of massage is complete without there is some sort 
of skin food to be massaged into the flesh, for the fingers 
alone will only worry the skin and dry it out still more. 

If you are going to work upon the forehead, and are to 
smooth away the lines that run up and down between the 
eyes, and the lines that run across the forehead, then begin 
by providing yourself with a skin food. It is easy to make 
and will keep a long time. 

Moisten your fingers with it and pass them lightly over 
the forehead. Now place your thumb firmly on the temples 
and pass the fingers over the forehead in such a way as to 
smooth the wrinkles from between the eyes. Use the thumbs 
as a pivot or guide. Let the fingers describe great swirls 
across the forehead. With a little practice you can get a 
rotary motion and the fingers can be rubbed across the 
wrinkles lightly, but with enoygh foree to rub in the skin 


food.

Skin’s Dryness Causes Trouble. 


Remember this, always, that wrinkles are caused by dry- 
ness of the skin, Where the face is lean the skin becomes 
terribly wrinkled, almost like parchment. But in the case 
of fat people there is mone moisture and, consequently, fewer 
wrinkles. The principle upon which you are working is that 
of supplying moisture to the skin. , 

There is the cbjection made that skin foods and creams 
will make down appear upon the face. This may be trué, 
in a limited sense, for anything which nourishes the skin 
will do this. But this trouble is easily controlled and you 
have the great advantage of a nice, smooth skin without 

Women who have mastered this secret of keeping the 
forehead nice and smooth will assure you that, never in all 
their lives, if they live to be 100, will they have wrinkles. 
And they never do. You can meet them when or where you 
will and their skin will be as fresh as it ever was. 

Laughing wrinkles are declared by kind hearted people 
to be no blemish, yet you do not want them. They encircle 


t 


the nose and mouth like parentheses and, though they are 
declared to be a mark of great good nature, nevertheless 
they are not beautiful. 

To take away laughing parentheses, pivot the thumbs 
upon the temples and swirl the fingers over the lines that 
surround the mouth. Keep on doing this, always holding 
the thumbs firmly on the temples. By doing this you will 
be sure to travel, again and again, over the same lines, and 
so you will take them out. But be careful that the fingers 
are moistened in skin food or your pivotal massage will do 


no good at all. 


Unexcelled for Treatment of Neck. 


Pivotal massage, as applied to the double chin, is a most 
excellent thing. It cana always be used to plump out a 
hollow neck. To perform the latter feat take a neck: that is 
stringy, one of those necks that look best when hidden under 
a high stock, and try to wake up the skin. 

Waking up the skin is an important part of the art of 
development, In the hands of a professional it is done with 
electricity; In the hands of an amateur with hot water. A 
little het water applied to the neck with a hot sponge will 
make the skin tingle. Now the careful assistant goes to 
work upon it with her open hands. She spats first one side 
of the neck and then the other, &patting and spatting away 
and always with the full palm open. As she spats she de- 
velops the flesh or rounds out the hollows. 

A great many thin necked women have been benefited 


by this spatting of the neck, and it is a thing that Is war-— 


ranted to banish the seragginess which is the complaint of 
so many women. 

The thin necked woman has a remedy in the rotary sys- 
tem, for here the rotary has a full chance. The hollows of the 
neck are filled with skin food, and the assistant now lays her 
hand upon the hollows, flat, palm downward, and she gently 
rotates the palm over the undeveloped portions. It is not at 
all difficult to do and the neck is benefited by each treatment.

vickering which. is so distinctive a feature of family life. The 
ect varies. Sore from too much rubbing, there is a state of 
chronic irritability in the more sensitive; callous from too 
much rubbing there is a state of chronic indifferencé in the 
more hardy; and indignities are possible, yes, common, in 
family life which would shock and break the bonds of friend- 
ship or of love, and which would be simply inconceivable 
among polite acquaintances. 

“Another result, pleasanter to look at, nyt deeply inju- 
mous to the soul, is the affectionate dominance of the strong- 
et member of the family; the more or less complete sub- 
srvience of the others. Here is peace at least; but here 
iwes are Warped and stunted forever by the too constant 
pressure, Close and heavy, surrounding them from infancy. 

“The home, as we know it, does not furnish privacy to 
ihe individual, rich or poor. With the poor there is sucn 
wowding as renders it impossible; and with the rich there Is 
mother factor so absolutely prohibitive of privacy that the 
phrase becomes a laughing stock. 

“In simple Communities the women of tne household, but 
Wile above the grade of servant in mind, freely gossip with 
ier maids. In those more sophisticated we see less of this 
free current of exchange, but it is there none the less, be- 
tween maid and maid, fllimitable. Does not this prove that 
our eas Of privacy are crude—and that they are kept crude— 
must remain crude so lone as the home is thus vulgarly In- 

vaiel Gy low Glass strangers? May we not hope for some 

development of home life ly which we may outgrow forever 
these coarseid customs and learn a true refinement which 
keeps Invidldte the privacy of both soul and body in the 
home? 

“One other, yes, two other avenues of publicity are open 
upon iis suppesed seclusion. We have seen that the privacy 
of the mother ig at the mercy of four sets ef invaders: chil- 
orem, Sefvants, tradesmen, and callers. The tradesmen, in a 
city fat, are kept at a pleasing distance by the dumb walter 
and speaking tube; and, among rich housholds everywhere, 
the telephone is a defense. But, even at such long range, 
the stillness and peace of the home, the chance to do quiet, 
continued work of any sort, are at the mercy of jarring elec- 
tric bell or piercing whistle. One of the joys of the country 
vacation is the escape from just these things; the constant 
calls on time and attention, the interruption of whatever one 
seks to do, by these mercantile demands against which the 
home offers ‘no protection. 

. “The little industrial group of the home—from two 
five or ten—is near the bottom of the line of economic prog- 
ress. It coste men more money. women more time and strength 
tan neal be by more than half. A method of living that 
wom half the time and strength of the world is not eco- 

cal, 


“That Pretty Fiction About the 


Traces of a Woman’s Hand,”’ 

" Along this line of popular belief comes that pretty fiction 
shout “the traces of a woman’s hand.’ It is a minor myth, 
but dear to us. We imagine that a woman—any woman-just

“Who in the name of all 
common sense raises our huge 
and growing crop of idiots, 
imbeciles, cripples, defectives. 
and degenerates, the vicious 
and the criminal, as well as

all the mass of slow minded, 
prejudiced, ordinary people 
who clog the wheels of prog- 
ress? Are. the mothers to be 
eredited with all that is good 
and the fathers with all that 
is bed?" 

From mythology and folk- 
lore of home the writer turns 
_to the present conditions of 
the home with a sharp query, 

“Ask your health board, 
‘your sanitary engineer, how 
the laws of health are ob- 
served in the average home— 
even of the fairly well to do, 
even of the fairly educated. 
Learn what we may of art 
and science, the art of living, 
the acience of living is not yet 
known to us, We build for 
ourselyes elaborate stpuctures 
in which to live, following ar- 
chiteetural traditions, quite 
regardless of the laws of life 
for the creature concerned. 


“This home is the home of a live animal, a large animal, 
bigger than a sheep—about as big as 4 fallow deer. The 
comfort and health of this animal we seek to insure by first 
wrapping it in many thicknesses of cloth and then shutting tt 
up in a big box, carefully lined with cloth and paper and 
“aired by opening windows. We feed the 
animal in the box, bringing into it large and varied supplies 
of food. and cooking them there. Growing dissatisfied with 
the mess resultant upon this process, disliking the sight and 
sound and smell of our own preferred foed processes, yet 
holding it essential that they shall all be carried on in the 
same box with the animal to be fed, we proceed to enlarge the 
box Into many varied chambers, to shut off by closed doors 
these offensive details (which we would not do without for 
the world), and to introduce into the box still other animais of 
different grades to perform the offensive processes. 


“In Modern Home Health and Comfort 
Are by No Means Assured.” 


‘You thus find in a first class modern home peculiar war- 
ring conditions, in the adjustment of which health and com- 
fort are by no means assured. The more adyanced the home 
and its inhabitants, the more we find complexity and difficulty, 
with elements of discomfort and potential! disease, involved tn 
the integral—supposedly integral—processes of the place. 
The more lining and stuffing there are, the more waste 
matter fills the air and settles continually as dust; the more 
elaborate the home, the more labor is required to keep it fit 
for a healthy animal to live in; the more labor required, the 


greater the wear and tear on both the heads of the family, 


‘Home expenses are lerge, uncertain, inexplicable. In 
some families an exceptional ‘manager.’ provided with a 
suitable ‘allowance,’ does keep the thing in comparatively 
smooth running order at considerable cost to herself; but im 
most families the simple daily processes of ‘ housekeeping’ 
are a constant source of annoyance, friction, waste, and loss. 
Housekeeping, as a business, is not instructively successful. 
As the structure of the home is not what we so readily took 
for granted in our easily fitting ideals, so the functions of 
the home are not, either. Weare really struggling and 
fussing along. trying to live smoothly, healthfully, peace- 
fully: studying all manner of ‘new thought’ to keep. us 
‘ poised,’ pining for a ‘simpler life,’ and yet all spending our 
strength and patience on the endless effort to ‘keep house,’ 
to ‘make a home ’—to live comfortably in a way which is not 
comfortable; and when this continuous effort produces utter 
exhaustion we have to go away from home fora rest! Think 


of that, seriously. 


“Scant Time for the Real 
Joys of Family Life.” 


‘The father is so mercilessly overwhelmed in furnishing 


the amount of money. needed to maintain a heme that he 
scarce knows what a home is, Time, time to sit happily 
down with his family, or to go happily out with his family, 
this is denied to the patient toiler on whose shoulders this 
ancient structure rests. The mother is so oyerwhelmed tn 
her performance or supervision of all the inner workings of 
the place that she, too, has scant time for the real joys of 
family life. 

‘The home is one thing, the family another; and when 
the home takes all one’s time the family gets little. So we 
find bath husband and wife overtaxed and worried in keeping 
up the institution according to tradition; both father and 
mother too much occupied in homemaking to do much toward 
child training, manmaking! 

‘That harmony, peace, and love which we attribute to 
home life ig not as common as our fond belief would main- 
tain. The husband, as we have seen, finds his chief base 
outside, and bears up with greater or less success against the 
demands and anxieties of the home. The wife, more closely 
bound, breaks down in health with increasing frequency. 
The effect of home life on women seems to be more injurious 
in proportion to their social development. Our so-called 
‘society’ is one outlet, though not a healthful one, through 
wk.ch the woman seeks to find recreation, change, and 
stimulus to enable her to bear up against a too continuous 
home life. 


| - 
“The Young Man Doesn’t Stay Home 
Any More than He Can Help.”’ 


‘The young man at home ig almost a negligible factor— 
he does not stay in it any more than he can help. The young 
woman at home finds her growing individuality an increas- 
ing disadvantage, and many times makes a too hasty mar- 
riage because she is not happy at home—in order to have “a 
home of her own,’ whers she still piously believes all will 
be well. 

‘‘Home is a place where people live, people good and 
bad, great and small, wise and unwise. The home does not 
make the bad good, the small great. or the foolish wise. 
Many g.man who has to be decent in his social life is dom- 
ineering and selfish at home. Many a woman who has to be 


considerate and polite in her social life, euch as it is, is ex- 
acting and greedy at home, and cruel as only the weak and 
ignorant can be. Now if .the home was what produced the 
virtues we commonly attribute to it, thep all homes, of all 
times and peoples, would have the same” effect,

“The Primitive Woman in the Primitive 
Home Still Toils at Primitive Tasks.” 


* Back of history, at the battom of civilization, untouched 
by a thousand whirling centuries, the primitive woman, in 
the primitive home, still toils at her primitive tasks. All 
industries began at home, there is no doubt of that. All 
other industries have left home long ago. Why have these 
staid? All other industries have grown. Why have not 
these? What conditions, social and economic, what shad- 
owy survival of “oldest superstitions, what iron weight of 
custom, law, religion, ean be adduced in explanation of such 
a paradox as this? Talk of Siberian mammoths handed down 
in ice, like some crystalliged fruit of earliest ages! What are 


they compared with this antedeluvian relic! By what art, — 


what charm, what miracle, has the twentieth century pre- 
served alive the prehistoric squaw! 

“ Well is it for the human race that the male savage final- 
ly took hold of the female's industry. Whether he perceived 
her superiority and sought to emulate it is doubtful; more 


probably it was the pressure 
of economic eonditions which 
slowly forced him to it. The 
glaring proofs of time taught 
him that the pasture was more 
‘profitable than the hunting 
ground, and the cornfield than 
lating riches produced by the 
woman's industry drew him 
on. Slowly, reluctantly, the 
lordly fighter condescended to 
follow the humble worker, 
who led him by thousands of 
years. In the thhands of the 
male, industry developed. The 
woman ts a patient, submis- 
give, inexhautible laborer. The 
pouring forces of maternity 
prompt her to work forever— 
for her young. Not #o the 
man, Working with him is an 


keeper to engage, discharge, | 
train, and manage the house ~~ 
maids. 

“Here and there we do 
find an efficient lady of the 
house who can do wonders: 
even with this stream of tran- 
sient incapacity, but the prom- 
inence of the servant quea- 
tion proves her rarity. 

“The housemaid would be 
more a step in advance if the 
housewife, released from her 
former duties, then entered the 
ranks of productive labor, 
paid her substitute, and con- 
tributed something further 
to the world’s wealth But 
nothing could be farther from 
the thoughts of the lady of 
the house. Her husband being 
able to keep more than one 
woman to do the work of the 
house, and much preferring to 


The working 
exhibit an idle wife as an evi- 


dence of his financial position, is @ servant . 


the idle wife proceeds so to conduct her house as to add to its 
labors most considerably. If the lady of the houge,. with 
one servant, were content to live exactly as she did before, 
keeping the work within the powers of the deputy, she would 
be simply and absolutely idle, and that is a wearing condition, 
especially to woman, the born worker. So the lady of the 
house, mingling with other ladies of houses, none of them 
having anything but houses to play with, proceeds so to fur- 
nish, decorate, and arrange those houses, and so to elabor- 
ate the functions thereof, as to call for more and ever more 
housemaids to do the endless work. 

“This open door of senseless extravagance hinges directly 
upon the idle wife. She leaves her position of domestic serv- 
ice, not to take a higher one in world service, but to depute 
her own work to an inferior and do none at all. 


“Ignorance Keeps Us Ill Fed as 


Essential Condition of Home Cooking.” 
* Thus we find that in the grade of household labor done 
by the houscwife we have all those elements of incapacity 


and waste befcre explained; and that in the grade done by 


the housemaid we have a decrease in ability, a measurable 
increase in direct wuste, and an immeasurable increase in 
the constantly rising sum of waste due to these bloated build- 
ings stuffed with a thousand superfiuities wherein the price- 
less energies of women are poured out in endless foolishness, 
in work that meets no real need, and in play that neither 
rests nor rcfreshes. , 

‘The ignorance which keeps us so ill fed ts an essential 
condition of home cooking. If we had only home shoe- 
ing, or home doctoring, or home tailoring, barbering, what

late in his racial life. The low 7 _ 
grade man still in his heart despises it; he still prefers to be 
waited an by women; he still feelg most at home hunting and 
fighting. And man alone being represented in the main fields 
of modern industry, this male instinct plays havoc with the 
true economic processes. He makes a warfare of business: 


he makes a prey of his competitors; he still seeks to en- 


slave, to make others work for him instead of freely and 
joyously working all he can. The best industrial progress 
needs both elements—ours is but a compromisegas yet, some- 
thing between the beehive and the battlefield. 


. Through Male Energy Has Come 
Our Splendid Growth,” : 


“ But with¥all the faults of unbridled male energy it has 
lifted industry from th limits of the home to that of the 


world. Through it has come our splendid growth, «much. 
marred by evils of force and fraud, crude, wasteful, but pro- 
gressive, and infinitely beyond the leyel of the neglected ru- 


dimentary trades left at home—left to the too tender mercies 
of the housewife. 

“In the days when the ingenious squaw led the world 
the women toiled together at their primitive tasks and talked 
together as they toiled, The women who founded the begin- 
nings of agriculture were founders also of the village; and 


their feminine constructive tendencies held it together while 


the destructive tendencies of the belligerent male continually 
tore it apart. All through that babyhood of civilization the 
hunting and fighting inst'nct made men prey upon the ac- 


cumulated wealth resultant from the laboring instinct of 
women—but industry conquered, being the best. As industry 


developed, as riche’ increased, as property rights were de- 


fined, as religions grew, women were confined more and more 
closely at home. Later civilizations have let them out to 


play—but not to work. The parasitic female of the upper 


classes is allowed the empty freedom of association with 
her useless kigd; but the housewife is still confined to the 


house. 


‘*We are now giving great attention to this matter of 


home industry. We are founding chairs of household sci- 


ence; we are writing books on domestic economies; we are 
striving mightily to elevate the standard of home industry— 


and we omit to notice that it is just because it is home in- 
dustry that all this trouble is necessary." 
“The Servant Is Ignorant, Because 
if Intelligent She Wouldn’t Be One. 

In the eyes of the writer not even the servant girl can 
redeem the modern home. As to this girl who serves in one- 
tenth of the homes in the United States, “ She has left her 


father’s family and looks forward to her husband's, mean- 
while as an aid to the first or a means to the latter, she serves 


ours. She is of the lower classes because no others will do* 


this work. She is ignorant, because if she were intelligent 
she would not do it—does not do it; the weil schooled, well 
trained young woman much prefers other work. So we find 
the household industry in that tenth of the homes not served 
by the housewife is in the hands of ignorant and inferior 
young women, under conditions of constant change. .. . 


* Household industry, we must constantly remember, 


never rises to the level of a regular trade. It is service, not 
‘skilled labor.’ What is done there is done under no broad 
light of public improvement, but is merely catering to the 
personal tastes and habits, whims, and fancies of one fam- 
ily. The lady of the house is by no means a captain of in- 
dustry, She is not a trainer and governor of able subordi- 
netes, like the mate of a ship or the manager of a hotel. Her 
position is not one of power, but of helplessness. She has to 
be done for and waited on. Whatever maternal! instinct may 
achieve at first hand in the woman who does her own work, 
it does not make competent instructors. When the lady of 
the hotise’s husband g¢¢cts rich enough she hires a house- 


you please, we should show 
the same widespread igno- 
rance and lack of taste. What 
we have learned in cooking 
comes from the advance of that 
great branch of human indus- 
try in its Tree social field, and 
that advance has reacted to 
some degree on the immovable 
home. 

‘*Next consider self-con- 
trol, the lack of which is sea 
large a factor in our food dis- 
eases. We have attained some 
refinement of feeling in paint- 
ing, music, and other arts; why 
are we still so frankly barbaric 
in our attitude toward food? 
Why does modern man, civi- 
lized, educated, cultured, still 
keep his body in a loathsome 
condition, still suffer, weaken, 
and die, from foul food habits? 
It is not alone the huge evil of 
intemperance in drink, or sim- 
ple gluttony, but the common 
habits of our young girls, se- 
renely indulging in unlimited 
candy, with its attendant in- 
ternal consequences; or of our 
cultured women, providing at 
their entertainments a gross 
accumulation of unwholesome 
delicacies, with scarcely more 
discrimination than was shown 
by Heliogabalus. We eat what 
we like, and out liking is most 
crude and low. 

“The position of the wom- 
an who feeds us—the wife and 
mother—is responsible for this 
arrest of development. She is : ‘ 


t a free cook, a trained cook, S 
= ome leave 


a scientific cook; she belongs to 
the family. She must cook for | to work. - 


the man because he pays for 
it. He maintains the home— 
and her—largely for that purpose. It ig home, his table, his 
market bill; and, if John does not like onions, or pork, or 
cereals, they do not appear." 


“A Beautiful Chamber Is Neither 


a Showroom Nor a Museum.” 

Concerning the decoration of houge: 

“The magpie instinet of the collector has no part in a 
genuine sense of beauty. An ostentatious exhibit of one’s 
valuable possessions does not show the sense of beauty. A 
beautiful chamber is neither showroom nor museum. That 
personal ‘taste’ in itself is no guide to beauty needs but 
little proof. The ‘taste’ of the Flathead Indian, of the tat- 
tooed islander, of all the grades of physical deformity which 
mankind has admired, ig sufficient to show that a personal 
preference is no ground for judgment in beauty. .. . 

“When our great centennial exhibition was given us, a 
wave of beauty spread into thousands of homes, but it did 
not originate there, The white city by the lake was an in- 
spiration to myriad lives, and wrought a lovely change in 
her architecture and many other arts; but the black city by 
the lake is there yet, waiting for another extra domestic 
uplifting. .. . 

“A typical extreme of thig ingenuous lack of artistic 
principles is the recent, and still present, enormity of trim- 
ming lace with fur. This combines the acme of al! highly 
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wrought refinement of texture and exquisite delicacy of de- 
sign, a fabric that suggests the subtleties of artistic expres- 
sion with a gossamer tenulty of grace; this, and dressed hide 
with the hair still om, the first cover for man’s nakedness. 
the symbol of gayage luxury and grandeur, of raw barbaric 
wealth, which suggests warmth, ample satisfymg warmth 
and erude splendor in its thick profusion!” 

Never letting up on the inquisition of home, the writer 


“What does the morbid, d@sproportioned, overgrown 
home life do? It tends to develop a domineering selfishness 
in man and a degrading abnegation in woman--or sometimes 
reverses this effect. The smooth, unconscious, afl absorbing 
greed which the unnaturally developed home of today pro- 


duces in some women is as evil a thing as life shows. Here 


is a human creature who has all her life been loved and 
cared for, sheltered, protected, defended; everything provided 
for her and nothing demanded of her except tne exercise of 
her natural feminine funetions, and some proficfency in the 
playground regulations of ‘ society.’ 


“ The Degree of Sublimated Selfishness 
Produced by Home Life.”’ 


“The degree of sublimated@ selfishness thus produced by 
home life is quite beyond the selfishness we so deplore in 
men. A man may be—often is—deplorably selfish in his 
home life; but he does not expect all the world to treat him 
with the same indulgence. He haa to give as well as take in 
the broad, hedithy, growing life of the world. . 

“The woman. has her home life to make her selfish, and 
has no world life to offset it. Men are polite to her on ac- 
count of her sex—not on account of any power, any achieve- 
ment, and distinctive human value, but simply because she 
is a woman. Her guests are necessarily polite to her. Her 
hosts are necessarily polite to her, and so are her fellow 
guests. Her servants are necessarily polite to her. Her 
children also; if they are not she feels herself abused, denied 
a right. 

“What is the effect, or, rather, what are some of 
the effects, of this artificial game of living upon the real 
course of life? And in particular, how does it affect the 
home, and how does the home affect it? In the first place 
this form of human association, based upon, the activities 
of otherwise idle women, and requiring the home as a vehicle 
of expression, tends td postpone marriage. The idle woman, 
contributing nothing to the household labors or expenses, re- 
quires to be wholly supported by her husband. This would 
be a check on marriage even if she staid at home twirling her 
thumbs, for he would have to provide women to wait on her, 
on him, on the children, in default of her service as ‘ house- 
wife.’ He could not marry as soon as the man whose wife, 
strong and skilled in houge service, held up her end of the 
business, as does the farmer’s and ‘mechanic’s wife today. 


“Expense of Entertaining a Useless 
Woman and Her Useless Friends.” 


* But when to the expense of maintaining a useless 
woman is added the expense of entertaining her useless 
friends; when this entertainment takes the form, not of 
hospitality sharing the acommodations of the home, the 
food of the family, but of providing extra rooms, furniture, 
dishes, and servants; of special elaboration of costly food, 
and of a whole new gamut of expensive clothing wherein 
to entertain and be entertained—then, indeed, does marriage 
recede, and youth wither and blacken in awaiting it. 

“ The limitations of the house as an area for human iife 
are most baldly dreary and crippling in the lower grades, 
the great majority of cases, where the housewife toils, not 
yet become the lady of the house. Here you see grinding 
work, and endless gray mopotony. Here are premature age, 
wasting disease, and early death. If a series of photographs 
could be made of the working housewives in our country 
districts, with some personal account of the ‘ poor health,’ 
which is the main topic of their infrequent talk, we should 
get a vivid idea of condition of this grade of house bound 
life. 

“The lady is in a different class, and open to differen’ 
danger. She is not worn out by overwork, but weakens, 
by idleness. She is not starved and stunted by the hopeless 
lack of expression, but is, on the contrary, distorted by  . 
senseless profusion of expression.” 


“No Place Where Child May Escape 
from Vigilant Eye of Family Censor,” 


As to the child at home, it is declared that not one house 
in a thousand is built with a children’s room in it, where 
the child may escape from the ever vigilant eye of the family 
censors. How the femininity of the girl child is thrust upon 
her and forced upon her until at the time when her woman- 
hood comes upon her, “ the humanhood that should predomi- 
nate we have restricted,” is ghe of the keenest plaints of the 
writer. Concerfiing this young woman as a world’s worker, 
she insists: 

“As to the immediate facts that may be alleged, ‘ over- 
crowded labor market,’ ‘ overproduction,’ and such bugaboos, 
these gare only facts as watered stock and stolen franchises 
are facts—not economic laws, but criminal practices. A 
temporary superficial error in. economic conduct need not 


_ blind us to permanent Basic truth, and the truth which con- 


cerns us here is that a human creature must work for the 
health and power and pleasure of it; and that all good work 
enriches the world. 

‘So the girl need not stay at home and content her soul 
with chocolate drops lest some other girl lose bread. She 
may butter that bread and share the cenfections, by her 
labor, if it be productive. And by wise working she may 
learn to see how unwise and how unnecessary are the condi- 
tions which now hold her back. At present she is generally 
held back. Her father will not allow her to work. Her 
mother needs her at home. 80 she staya awhile longer. 
If she marries, she passes out of this: chapter, becoming, 
without let or change,”** the lady of the house,’ If she does 
not marry, what then?
